But the thing all 
these places have in common was their fascination 
and captivation of the imagination and dreams of 
a man — John Jay Pittman. To JJP the world was a 
place where the marvels of history, art, and human 
majesty and frailty were intertwined. The places 
where JJP visited were those which had an allure 
since his youth when he dreamt of far-off places 
about which he had read or heard. The National 
Geographic with its maps and pictures piqued his 
interest, like a 1920’s version of the Internet witha 
window to the wonders of the world. While he 
was hawking newspapers as a boy, he read the 
newspaper when no one was buying. He was also 
a confidant of his aunt who was a nurse in World 
War I and told him stories about the places she had 
seen. He had the wanderlust since his youth; 
jumping boxcars and riding west one summer, 
running away as a teenager to New York City to 
work as a runner on Wall Street another summer. 


JJP could have been a Renaissance explorer. 
In fact, his ancestors were early Southern colonial 
settlers. If it is in ones genes to want to explore and 
discover the world, then that gene was definitely 
dominant in JJP. If it is a disease to want to travel, 
JJP had a particularly virulent strain. He wanted to 
go and see everything there was to see. He was an 
Eagle Scout and camped and hiked all around the 
area where he grew up in Rocky Mount, North 
Carolina. His Scout leader had been an assistant 
Scoutmaster with Robert Lord Baden-Powell, 
founder of the Boy Scout Movement, and JJP had 
been inspired by the spirit of adventure and inde- 
pendence which the Boy Scouts espoused. 


In the early years of marriage times were 
very tight. Mom and Dad saved money by eating 
grilled cheese sandwiches and tomato soup all 
week long and on weekends they went as far as 
half the money would take them and returned on 
the other half. 


Then the war came. JJP was in World War 
II as a member of the Strategic Bombing Survey 
Team. In Germany he was involved in evacuating 
the German scientists who had been working on 
the V-2 missile project. He had been interested in 
coins since his grandmother had given him some 
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Mexican coins when he was a boy, but being in a 
foreign country heightened his awareness of the 
history represented in coins of other nations. He 
had only recently started collecting U.S. coins in 
earnest, and he picked up some coins of Europe 
while he was overseas. Within a few years he was 
also associating and learning from “Grandpa” 
George J. Bauer, a Rochesterian who had been an 
early A.N.A. member and was its 17th President 
from 1930 to 1932, and Guy R. L. Potter, one of the 
founders of the Canadian Numismatic Associa- 
tion. Since Canada was so close to his home in 
Rochester, he quickly formed friendships and 
enjoyed the varieties of coins which he came 
across in Canada at the same time as he was col- 
lecting U.S. coins. He became the only United 
States Citizen to be President of the Canadian 
Numismatic Association. In 1971 as he was finish- 
ing his term, he was elected President of the 
A.N.A. At JJP’s induction, the Mexican Numis- 
matic Association made him Honorary President 
of their Society, thus making him President of the 
Numismatic Associations of the North American 
Continent. 


When we were young, the main family 
vacation place was Myrtle Beach, South Carolina, 
before it became the hub of excitement as it is 
today. Its pluses were myriad: it was only 200 
miles from his family in North Carolina; there was 
a classical art gallery (Brookgreen Gardens) about 
15 miles south of Myrtle Beach; there were a 
boardwalk, an amusement park, a drive-in theater, 
miniature golf, a park, endless dunes and beaches, 
and an ocean to swim and play in. And to top it all 
off, there was a little old lady who had a very rea- 
sonable rate for rooms by the week, right on the 
ocean. Imagine if you will, John Jay Pittman cook- 
ing cube steaks (himself!) on a park charcoal grate, 
mixing orange juice by pouring it back and forth 
among three or four metal picnic cups, and eating 
cereal sitting at a park bench while his kids played 
on the swings and teeter totters. 


But the world always beckoned. JJP read 
history books and coin books, still read the 
National Geographic, and knew that there were 
beautiful, rare, and usually totally unappreciated 
coins to be had if one only knew what to look for 
in the foreign coin market. He wrote letters and 
sometimes telephoned British and European coin 




















dealers. Because of the time difference many of the 
phone calls were in the wee hours of the morning 
(no problem for JJP). I can:-remember being awak- 
ened by Dad’s bellowing as he was trying to make 
sure he was heard half way across the world. He 
seemed to feel that the further away the call, the 
louder he had to speak. There were always boxes 
coming from somewhere “Over the Pond”, and it 
was a stamp collector’s heaven to watch our incom- 
ing mail. When we were small, our parents had as a 
house guest the Director of the Paris Mint. We chil- 
dren delighted in learning a little French that week. 


In the early 1950's JJP and three pals from the 
neighborhood bought an old hearse and made a trek 
down into Mexico. For Dad it was a chance to go 
back over territory which he and Mom had travelled 
before they had children or there were many paved 
roads. It was still a wild place, though, as they found 
out when they ended up playing good Samaritan to 
an American who had been beaten, robbed, and left 
for dead. In the ensuing time spent while straight- 
ening up the problems for the unfortunate man, JJP 
had a chance to talk to the local people and pick up 
some Mexican coins. We used to jokingly say that 
JJP’s silver 8 Reales and Peso collection could be 
world renown, if only by the sheer weight of it. 


Perhaps the greatest milestone in JJP’s col- 
lecting career occurred in February of 1954. King 
Farouk of Egypt had been deposed in a military 
coup. In the aftermath it was decided that all of his 
personal assets would be sold and appropriated for 
the new government. This included his very exten- 
sive and impressive coin collection. Only a few 
Americans were invited to attend and buy at the 
sale, and all money had to be deposited in Egypt in 
a government account before the sale in order to 
participate. JJP was able to obtain an invitation 
along with the legendary Abe Kosoff, Ambassador 
and Mrs. Norweb (although women could not 
attend the sale), Gaston DiBello, (a friend and fellow 
collector from Buffalo), Morrie Storck (now living in 
Arizona), and Bob Schermerhorn from Texas. The 
most significant thing one must realize is that JJP 
was NOT a wealthy man. Mom and Dad took out a 
second mortgage on their house and JJP took out 
personal loans to do this. Our mother was a house- 
wife with three children ages five, eight, and ten. 
This kind of faith in our father’s judgment and abil- 
ity showed tremendous trust and love, truly 
remarkable and unusual.

Our parents spent part of February in Cairo, 
stopping in London on the way home. Every night 
JJP and a few others took what they had bought 
down to the airport and shipped it home insured by 
Lloyds of London so that the government could not 
change its mind and demand the coins back. An 
interesting side note: during lot viewing, the people 
showing the lots were military personnel who sat 
with a gun held on you as you looked; your hands 
had to be above the table at all times; and the lots 
were in trays that were just “dumped” in front of 
you — the quality of a lot seen in the morning might 
be quite different from the same lot viewed in the 
afternoon. JJP was able to purchase a number of rar- 
ities and other desirable coins both foreign and 
United States issue. Some he obtained “accidentally” 
when they happened to be in a large lot which con- 
tained another coin which he wanted. 


For the larger part of his collecting life JJP 
was constrained from travelling by virtue of having 
a full time job as a chemical engineer for Kodak. 


























Although our mother eventually became a school 
teacher, there was never a large enough amount of 
“disposable” income for frequent world travel. 
However, Dad and Mom made sure that we kids 
had a chance to see the world when we were 
teenagers; my brother went to the Boy Scout World 
Jamboree and then around the world when he was 
16, and my sister and I had a chance to see Europe 
at ages 14 and 17 respectively with Mom for four 
weeks. Needless to say, we were instructed to bring 
back any coins we could pick up on the way. As we 
boarded the plane in Paris for home, Mom’s purse 
weighed more than any one suitcase! 


After retirement, when time was more avail- 
able, and when the U.S. coin market became so 
expensive, JJP’s coin purchases became almost 
exclusively foreign in scope. But besides that, JJP 
had an opportunity to do the travelling in the coun- 
try and around the world which he had always 
wanted to do. On one trip he went to Poland and 
behind the “Iron Curtain”. He took a bag of New 
York State apples and was his own personal ambas- 
sador of good will as he handed out apples and 
smiles — and handshakes, or course. On one trip to

the Far East he was going to go to a mint. He was 
given directions from one place to another. The per- 
son who directed JJP wanted to make sure JJP 
would be received properly when he arrived and so 
called ahead. When asked to describe what JJP 
looked like so no mistake would be made, the first 
man reportedly said, “Oh, you cannot miss him — 
he is round, like Buddha.” 


JJP enjoyed visiting mints. He sort of “col- 
lected” them. It was one of his goals to visit every 
mint in the western hemisphere. He was very nearly 
successful, but not quite. He never made it to the 
mint at Popayan, Colombia. It was one of his charges 
to his children — “Visit the mint at Popayan for me, 
Big Son, Poll-Doll Baby, or Dingsy-B.” Okay, Dad. 
We'll toast a glass of champagne to you. It will be a 
tribute to the world traveller whose world was often 
a small round metal disk which he held in the palm 
of his hand.

John Jay Pittman was one of the 
true titans of numismatics, known per- 
sonally to almost everyone who attend- 
ed a numismatic convention, auction, 
or coin club meeting in the past half 
century. With his wife, Gehring, he 
traveled extensively throughout the 
United States, and literally to the ends 
of the earth to pursue his passion for 
numismatics. 

During my long career as a pro- 
fessional numismatist, I have met many 
wonderful people, all of whom enjoyed 
the hobby and loved their coins. But I 
can say without hesitation that I never 
met anyone who loved coins, coin col- 
lecting, and coin collectors as much as 
John Jay Pittman loved them. John 
spent most of his adult life collecting 
coins, but I think what he really 
enjoyed the most was the “show-and- 
tell” aspect of the hobby. From the very 
beginning of his numismatic journey in 
the 1940’s, when he joined the 
Rochester, New York, Coin Club, and the American Numismatic 
Association, he loved to display and talk about his coins. At 
countless conventions and coin club meetings throughout the 
country, John constantly displayed various treasures from his 
collection. I do not think it hyperbole to state that no one in his- 
tory ever won as many “First Place” or “Best of Show” awards 
as did John Jay Pittman. He actually became so embarrassed at 
always winning awards for his displays that he worried that 
others would become discouraged and not display their coins. 
So, in his later years, he generally displayed only in non-com- 
petitive fashion so that others might compete, win, and ulti- 
mately receive the same satisfaction that he had enjoyed so 
many times over the years. 

John Jay Pittman’s desire to show and talk about his 
coins was not limited to doing so on the formal basis of compet- 
itive exhibits or ANA style lectures, both of which he did for 
decades. What really gave him pleasure was showing his coins 
one-on-one to an individual who would then sit and talk to him 
about coins for hours. It is amazing how many people have told 
me a story about John bringing a particular item to a convention 
or coin club meeting, just to show them. Of course, he almost 
always showed the item to many others as well, but John had a 
unique way of making people feel that he was giving them a pri- 
vate, confidential, viewing; and, in a way, he was. 

John Jay Pittman loved looking at other people’s coins as 
well. He always took the time to examine virtually every coin I 
ever had on display at the conventions I attended, and he 
always wanted to know all of the details. To John, the true plea- 
sure of collecting was in the details, and he wanted to know 
where and how the coins had been acquired, and who had 
owned them previously; he rarely asked what any coin had cost. 
He examined coins at many other tables, as well as all of the 
exhibits, and he would often ask me if I had seen a given coin. If 
I had not, he recommended that I do so as soon as possible in 
order that we might talk about it later; often, we immediately 
went together to see the coin in question. If I was going to attend 
a particular auction, he would ask me to examine coins in which 
he had a special interest, once again with the idea that later we 
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would discuss them in depth. John had an 
unquenchable thirst for knowledge about 
coins, but current value and “investment 
potential” were not of great interest or 
importance to him. He rarely, if ever, pur- 
chased a coin with a concern as to how 
much it might be worth someday. After all, 
he never planned on selling it anyway! It 
was the history, the beauty, the rarity, the 
story behind the coin, that intrigued John, 
and this is what made him the ultimate col- 
lector, and an incredibly knowledgeable 
one at that. Very few people, including pro- 
fessional numismatists and serious numis- 
matic students alike, possessed the breadth 
and depth of numismatic knowledge that 
John Jay Pittman had at his command. 

He had a remarkable memory that 
constantly amazed me and everyone who 
knew him. He could remember and recite 
the most minute details of a coin he had 
seen, Or a numismatic transaction or event 
in which he had been involved, years, even 
decades, later. His memory was so excep- 
tional that in most cases he did not keep extensive written 
records of the facts related to items in his collection. From his per- 
spective, he did not need to, simply because he clearly remem- 
bered them. Unfortunately, with his death, most of the priceless 
stories and details of his collecting journey that spanned more 
than half a century, passed into history with him. I have been 
able to reconstruct much of the more mundane information such 
as when, where, from whom, and for how much John purchased 
an item, from various notes, ledgers, catalogues, and coin 
envelopes, but the information that John prized most, the “story” 
behind the purchase or acquisition, has not survived as often as 
we all would have liked. 

The story of the building of the John Jay Pittman 
Collection is as remarkable as the man who built it. John showed 
a preliminary interest in coins as a young boy of 10 when his 
grandmother gave him a collection of Mexican coins, but he first 
became really serious about collecting in early 1943. At that 
time, he wrote to virtually every major coin dealer in the coun- 
try (unlike today, there were not all that many nationally promi- 
nent ones half a century ago) and first asked for price lists, auc- 
tion catalogues, and reference books. Before he spent significant 
sums on coins, he spent both time and money acquiring knowl- 
edge, a trait which served him well for the next 50 plus years. He 
continued reading and learning throughout his life, and he 
examined countless thousands of coins with his now famous 
black metal magnifying glass, looking for and remembering 
details that others missed. 

Some of the famous dealers of that era with whom John 
first corresponded and later developed both a personal and 
business relationship were B. Max Mehl, Abe Kosoff, Sol Kaplan, 
James (“Diamond Jim”) Kelly, Barney Bluestone, George Bauer, 
David Bullowa, Abner Kreisberg, Hans M.F. Schulman, Charles 
Wormser, Stack’s, Michael Kolman, Jim Charlton, Wayte 

Raymond, Spink & Son, B.A. Seaby, A.H. Baldwin & Son, and 
many others, large and small, domestic and foreign. The 
in-depth knowledge that John possessed earned him great 
respect from all of these numismatic legends, and they correctly 
recognized him as a man of great character and ability. Even the 























venerable B. Max Mehl, who rarely, if ever, admitted in print 
the expertise or even the existence of other numismatists, once 
referred to John (in his famous Golden Jubilee Sale catalogue in 
1950 when John was only 37 years old) as a man, “Whom I 
(Mehl) consider one of the keenest students of U.S. proof 
coins”, and then quoted a letter John had written him concern- 
ing the Proof 1846 Silver Dollar. Such a personal mention was 
unprecedented in a Mehl catalogue; Mehl also often sent cata- 
logue copy to John for review and comments prior to printing! 

John Jay Pittman’s collecting interests were eclectic, to 
say the least. With the exception of ancient and medieval coins, 
John collected almost everything. This all-encompassing 
approach to collecting is especially evident in his remarkable 
collection of World Coins presented here in the John Jay 
Pittman Collection Sale, Part Three. JJP’s collection contains 
coins from just about every country imaginable, from the early 
1500’s up to the present day. Although JJP undoubtedly would 
have liked to collect every coin from every country, the reader 
of this catalogue will quickly see that JJP had a particularly 
strong interest in the coins from several countries including 
Canada and Mexico (each of which takes up a complete session 
in this sale) as well as Great Britain (which comprises almost 
half of Session Three), Cuba, South Africa, France, Germany, 
Sweden, Russia and Japan. He also loved the coins of Australia 
and once had a notable collection from that country but, unfor- 
tunately, most of his Australian collection was stolen in 1964 
and never recovered. JJP was also very fond of all Spanish and 
Spanish Colonial coins and, of course, all of the coins from any 
country in the British Empire. He was intrigued with unusual 
numismatics items and some of them are offered here includ- 
ing Plate money from Sweden, Sycee silver from China, and 
Bullet coinage from Thailand. 

It has been stated that a collection is remembered only 
by what it contains as opposed to what it is missing. In other 
words, no one ever says about a particular collection, “I 
remember the ABC Collection; it was the one that didn’t have 
an XYZ.” I make this comment because in the area of World 
Coins, JJP seldom made an attempt at completeness. (There are 
a few exceptions, including all of Canada, 8 Reales of Mexico, 
Cuba Proofs, and South Africa Proof Sets.) Instead, he pre- 
ferred to have at least some coins from as many places as pos- 
sible. (Given a choice, he also generally preferred sets, Proofs, 
and small groups of similar coins of the same date or denomi- 
nation.) Furthermore, a great collection is remembered and 
revered for the important rarities it contains. In this respect, the 
John Jay Pittman Collection of World Coins will be forever 
remembered as having one of the most incredible selections of 
major rarities ever offered for sale at auction. The roster of 
headline rarities in this sale is nothing short of amazing includ- 
ing a 1936 “Dot” Cent from Canada, a Gem 1921 Canada 50 
Cents, a unique Canada 1936 “Dot” Specimen Set, the famous 
British Columbia 1862 20 Dollars in gold, the Chile 1828 
Coquimbo Peso, the 1916 Cuba 20 Pesos, the Great Britain 
Charles II 1662 Crown in gold, a Spain 1636 Cincuentin, a 
South Australia Adelaide Ingot, the Australia 1887-S 5 Pounds, 
and the possibly unique Japan Meiji 13 (1880) Proof Set. In 
addition to these, there are many, many other rarities in this 
sale which would be the featured headline item in just about 
any other sale of World Coins. Also, JJP’s famous eye for qual- 
ity and underappreciated rarity is as much in evidence in his 
World Coin collection as it was in his collection of U.S. coins 
which sold for a total of nearly 24 million dollars in the first 
two Pittman sales in 1997 and 1998. 
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Most people have always assumed that John Jay Pittman 
was a financially wealthy man. Rumors have abounded for 
years that (a) he was extremely wealthy with vast holdings of 
Kodak stock, for whom he worked for over 35 years; or (b), his 
wife, Gehring, came from a very wealthy family; or (c) both of 
the foregoing. Actually, none of the rumors is even close to true. 
The truth is that John Jay Pittman managed to assemble one of 
the greatest collections of our time with limited financial 
resources. He was always on a restricted budget and so knowl- 
edge and opportunity were crucial to his success. He acquired 
the knowledge he needed and then took full advantage of the 
buying opportunities that were presented to him. But because of 
his financial limitations, he always had to make choices. For 
example, he could 
have afforded to 
buy famous rarities 
such as the 1804 
Dollar, 1894-S Dime, 
1913 Nickel etc., 
only if he had given 
up buying every- 
thing else. So he 
made the choice 
very early in his 
numismatic career 
to largely forego the 
famous, classic rari- 
ties and instead buy 
coins that were 
equally rare, but 
comparatively 
unappreciated, and 
thus undervalued. It 
was this kind of 
rationale that led 
John to collect early U.S. Proof coins. Back in the 1940’s and 
1950’s, they were relatively inexpensive, especially when com- 
pared to the classic rarities, and so by purchasing Proofs instead 
of popular rarities, John felt he was able to make his limited coin 
budget stretch much further than it would have otherwise. In 
later years, as U.S. coin prices escalated, pushing the types of 
coins he liked to buy out of his price range, he restricted his pur- 
chases mostly to foreign coins, thereby enabling him to acquire 
a collection of truly international scope. After John retired from 
Kodak in 1971, he had very little extra money to spend on coins, 
but he still managed to acquire some outstanding pieces by trad- 
ing either duplicates or coins he was willing to give up to 
acquire coins he wanted more. 

Not only were John Jay Pittman’s collecting tastes 
extremely wide ranging, he also could legitimately be described 
as an “equal opportunity” buyer; his sources were as varied as 
his tastes and over the years he purchased from an incredibly 
diverse group of sellers. Of course, he was a very big buyer at 
auctions, but he also would buy a single coin from an individual 
he had not known previously, or ever saw again. Often, he 
remembered the seller only by a description, such as “the man at 
the end of the room”, “the old guy at the bar”, or “the stringy 
haired blonde in the silver Porsche”. But he always remembered 
every detail of the transaction, and most especially, the coins 
themselves. He rarely, if ever, used an agent in the traditional 
sense, although on occasion he did have someone bid for him at 
a sale he was unable to attend. However, John always inspected 
every coin himself and relied entirely on his own knowledge

and good judgement. For me, the most amazing aspect of the 
John Jay Pittman Collection is that John built it entirely on his 
own, from scratch, one coin at a time, with limited financial 
resources at his disposal. I do not know of any other collection of 
comparable diversity, quality, and value that was assembled 
under similar conditions. So John Jay Pittman’s Collection, in 
many ways, is as unique and “one-of-a-kind” as he was. 

John Jay Pittman was an avid buyer of coins at auction 
from a very early stage of his numismatic adventure. This was 
especially true with respect to the formation of his magnificent 
U.S. coin collection, but auction buying also played a major role 
in the building of his formidable collection of World Coins. 
With the exception of the Farouk sale in 1954, JJP did not par- 
ticipate in many sales outside of the United States and Canada, 
but he did occasionally place mail bids in Glendining sales as 
well as auctions conducted by Spink and Seaby. He was often 
an active bidder in Jim Charlton’s many sales, particularly 
those held in conjunction with the annual CNA conventions 
which he always attended. George Bauer of Rochester, New 
York, JJP’s numismatic mentor in his early collecting years, con- 
ducted a number of sales from which JJP purchased World 
Coins, and Barney Bluestone of Syracuse, New York, and New 
Netherlands Coin Co. and Stack’s of New York City were other 
prominent auction firms that held sales in which JJP was a fre- 
quent participant. By the late 1950’s and early 1960’s, Hans M.F. 
Schulman’s sales and those of Henry Christensen were added 
to the list of sales from which JJP purchased the most and best 
World Coins for his collection.

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Special mention must be made of the Farouk sale, held 
in Cairo, Egypt, in late February and early March of 1954. Both 
John and Gehring attended the sale in person (among the few 
Americans brave enough to do so) and, without question, this 
sale was the defining moment of John’s numismatic career. At 
the sale, he spent an amount that for him was an enormous 
sum of money, far more than he had ever spent before, or did 
subsequently. His purchases at the Farouk sale included many 
of his rarest and most significant coins which ultimately 
formed the foundation of his great collection, but the trip itself 
was made with considerable potential risk, both financial and 
personal. To finance the trip, and to pay for his purchases, John 
had to take out a second mortgage on his home; for a man who 
basically eschewed debt, especially long-term debt, all his life, 
this was a commitment of monumental proportions. It was not 
until nearly six years later that he was able to finally pay off 
this debt in full, and to do so, he had to part with some of his 
much beloved Proof coins. 

In this catalogue, I have paid particular attention to the 
pedigrees of the coins since I feel they tell a great deal about the 
effort required and time spent by John Jay Pittman in assem- 
bling this great collection one coin at a time; they are also the 
key ingredient in the historical record of the collection. 
Pedigree’s have been checked and double checked against 
John’s coin envelopes, ledgers, occasional invoices, and the auc- 
tion catalogues where applicable. However, despite the care 
taken, the reader should be aware that errors are always possi- 
ble in the area of pedigrees, especially when no photographs 
appear in the catalogues to match with the actual coins them- 
selves; unfortunately, this lack of photographs is usually the 
case with coins sold in the 1940’s and 1950’s when John Jay 
Pittman purchased most of his coins. Nevertheless, it is believed 
that the pedigrees are accurate as stated. 

John Jay Pittman, the ultimate collector, would have 
found it difficult to be here to see his collection sold if he were 
alive today. He loved his coins almost as if they were members 
of his family, and parting with them would have brought him 
sorrow, not joy, regardless of how much money they realized. 
For John Jay Pittman, his coins did not represent money, wealth, 
or security. They were an integral part of the tightly woven fab- 
ric of his life, an end in themselves rather than a means to an 
end. In no small measure, they were an essential aspect of the 
man himself. Separating John Jay Pittman, the man, from John 
Jay Pittman, the collector, is not possible; they are the same, 
fused into one endearing human being who will be sorely 
missed by all who knew him. 

John Jay Pittman passed away on February 17, 1996, just 
a few hours shy of his 83rd birthday. He lived a long and accom- 
plished life and left behind not only his family and closest 
friends, but a legion of acquaintances and admirers. The field of 
numismatics and the hobby of coin collecting have been 
tremendously enhanced by John Jay Pittman’s presence and 
personality, perhaps more so than by any other individual in the 
second half of the Twentieth Century. This is the third and final 
catalogue prepared by me and my superb staff for the sale of the 
incomparable John Jay Pittman Collection. It is my sincerest 
hope that all three of the catalogues do honor to JJP’s memory, 
and will stand as fitting tributes to his towering numismatic 
achievement.

VIRTUALLY COMPLETE SET 
OF LARGE CENTS, 1858-1920 


A virtually complete set of Large Cents from 1858 to 1920. 
Only three issues and/or major varieties are missing, 
including the rare 1859 Double Punched Narrow 9 No. 1, 
the scarce 1891 Large Leaves, Small Date, and the common 
1907. The coins in the set range in grade from Choice 
Almost Uncirculated to Very Choice Uncirculated with 
virtually all of the coins being full mint state. Most of them 
have all or at least some of their full original mint color. 
Some have a few light spots, but there are some absolutely 
exceptional coins in this set, particularly among the later 
issues. Very few comparable quality complete or nearly 
complete sets of Large Cents have ever been offered for 
sale at public auction so this set is worthy of very close 
inspection. It would be difficult to assemble a comparable 
set on a coin-by-coin basis. 44 pieces. 


A starter set of 26 Large Cents from 1858 to 1920. Included 
are the following issues: 1858, 1859 N9, 1876-H, 1882-H, 
1884, 1887, 1888, 1891 SL/SD, 1896, 1897, 1899, 1900-H, 
1901, 1902, 1903, 1904, 1907-H, 1908, 1911, 1912, 1913, 1914, 
1915, 1916, 1917 and 1920. The 1891 is a circulated coin 
grading Very Fine with dark brown color. All of the other 
coins in the set are at least Choice Almost Uncirculated 
with the vast majority grading Uncirculated. Many of 
them, especially the later issues, are in the Choice to Very 
Choice Uncirculated category. Some of the mint state coins 
are red and brown, others have almost all of their full orig- 
inal mint red color. There are some very nice coins here and 
close inspection is strongly advised. The 1858, although a 
mint state coin, was struck from the same dies as the 
Specimen in Lot 2135. 26 pieces. 


A group of five Large Cents including the following 
issues: 1858, 1888, 1899, 1901 and 1904. All of the coins are 
Uncirculated and are red and brown with the exception of 
the 1904 which is almost full mint red with some irides- 
cent toning on the obverse.

Considered By Some To Be A Business Strike 





One Cent, 1936. Dot Below Date. Specimen, nearly in the 
Choice category, or possibly Uncirculated. In my opinion, 
this is a Specimen, although many other experts, includ- 
ing JJP himself and Jim Charlton, the dean of Canadian 
numismatics, considered this coin to be a mint red busi- 
ness strike. Certainly, it has many of the attributes of both 
methods of manufacture. It is unusually well struck with 
a sharp, square, and fully brilliant mirror edge, something 
rarely, if ever, seen on business strikes of this year. On the 
other hand, many of the characteristics of the surface, 
including the planchet imperfection at the 3 of the date 
and some planchet irregularities near the right maple leaf 
lend strong credence to the coin being a business strike. If 
it is a business strike, this coin is undoubtedly unique and 
by far the most important of all regular issue Canadian 
coins. If it is a Specimen, then it is one of 3 or 4 such exam- 
ples known, although admittedly, its surface is distinctly 
different from the other two pieces that are in the Pittman 
Collection. The coin has been lightly lacquered to pre- 
serve the original mint red color. 

Unfortunately, this piece was stolen from the Pittman 
home in April 1964. It was later returned by the thieves in 
an envelope with other coins, and as a result, it received 
some scratches in the right obverse field behind the King’s 
crown just below ET IND. Prior to the robbery, this coin 
was a nearly flawless Gem, and even with the scratches, 
many will consider it to be in the Choice category. It is a 
remarkable and extremely important item, one of the 
most important and famous in the entire Pittman 
Collection. It was purchased by JJP from Jim Charlton’s 
1961 CNA auction in Hamilton, Ontario, as Lot 2054 for 
$3,400 Canadian, an absolutely extraordinary, in fact, 
record setting price for any Canadian numismatic item up 
to that time. The consignor to the CNA sale was Harvey 
Brubacher of Kitchener who had purchased the coin from 
a Guy R.L. Potter sale in 1955 for $900. Potter had 
obtained the coin from Maurice LaFortune, a former 
employee of the Royal Canadian Mint. 

For a more detailed story about the famous “Dot” coinage of 1936, 
the reader is referred to the 1957 Numismatic Scrapbook article writ- 
ten by G.R.L. Potter. This article was reproduced in its entirety in the 
Pittman I catalogue of October 1997. To summarize briefly, these coins 


are mysterious and enigmatic and we really know very little about 
them with certainty. Rather large quantities were reportedly minted of 
the One Cent piece (678,823) and the 10 Cent piece (191,237), but at 
the present time only three examples of the Cent, all in the Pittman 
Collection, and four examples of the 10 Cent piece (the only two col- 
lectible ones also in the Pittman Collection) are known. Therefore, some 
reasonable questions arise. Are the mintage figures in error? Do those 
figures really represent “Dot” coins? Were they all subsequently melt- 
ed for some reason? Certainly, if issues with those high mintages had 
been placed into circulation as former Master of the Mint, W. C. 
Ronson, stated in a July 1952 letter, some circulated examples would 
have shown up by now, but not one ever has. Therefore, in my opinion, 
it seems most likely that either all the large reported mintages of “Dot” 
Cents and 10 Cent pieces were melted or were never “Dot” coins to 
begin with. Furthermore, I think that only four Specimen examples of 
each of the three “Dot” denominations were struck, four of the Cent, 
four of the 10 Cent piece and four of the 25 Cent piece. However, I must 
admit that this piece seems to be sufficiently different from the other 
Specimens that it adds even more mystery and uncertainty to an 
already difficult to understand situation. The list of the three known 
“Dot” Cents follows: 


1. John Jay Pittman, the example offered here, Specimen 
(my opinion) or business strike (the opinion of JJP, Jim Charlton 
and some other experts), take your pick. Charlton 1961 CNA 
sale, Lot 2054; Harvey Brubacher; Guy R.L. Potter sale, 1955; 
Maurice LaFortune. 

2. Prominent Canadian numismatist; John Jay Pittman Collection 
sale, Part One, Lot 1, where it realized $121,000. Gem Specimen. 
Obtained by Pittman from Maurice LaFortune in 1951 as part 
of a complete Specimen set of 1936 that contained the three 
“Dot” denominations. Stolen from JJP in 1964, but the “Dot” 
Cent and “Dot” 10 Cents were later returned unharmed. 

3. The coin that appears later in this sale as part of the complete 
Specimen set of 1936, Lot 2486. Like No. 2, it is a Gem 
specimen, but with full mint red color. Purchased by JJP from 
the widow of T. Roberts of Ottawa, Ontario, in 1954. Roberts, 
like LaFortune, was a former RCM employee who acquired 
the set while he was at the Mint. He had passed away in 
December 1951. 


In addition to the above three Specimens, there is a possible fourth, 
but unconfirmed example whose existence has been rumoured for many 
years. Since four each of the 10 Cent and 25 Cent pieces exist, it seems 
likely to me that a fourth example of the One Cent was also struck, but 
whether it still exists or has been lost to numismatists forever is not 
known.

The 1925 certainly 
appears to be one and is a full mint red, Very Choice exam- 
ple with a sharp, square, brilliant mirror edge and partial- 
ly prooflike surfaces, especially on the reverse.

Beautiful natural reddish-gold peripheral toning with 
a few highlights of blue and violet. This is undoubted- 
ly one of the finest examples of this rare and underrat- 
ed date in existence. As Q. David Bowers noted in his 
1996 Norweb sale catalogue, “Often a year or two will 
elapse in market activity between offerings of an 1872- 
Hat the AU level”, an observation with which I entire- 
ly agree. The lapse in time between offerings of Choice 
mint state pieces is even greater and one could literal- 
ly spend several years or more looking for another 
example comparable to this one. JJP thought enough 
of it to purchase it as a, “Perfect brilliant Unc. with 
Proof surface”, from R. Burke in August 1957 for $100, 
a high price for the time, but an accurate reflection of 
both the rarity and the quality of this piece. 


HIGH GRADE 1875-H 10 CENTS 


2235. 10 Cents, 1875-H. Choice Almost Uncirculated. A well 


struck, unusually high grade example of this popular 
rarity, one that is seldom found in full mint state. This 
piece has warm, medium reddish-gold and gray ton- 
ing, the reverse somewhat darker and with less luster 
than the obverse. There are only a few very minor 
marks and lines on the coin as well as just a trace of fric- 
tion, and the coin is really tantalizingly close to full 
mint state. The 1875-H has long been regarded as one of 
the prime rarities of the series and it ranks fourth in 
overall rarity after the 1884, 1889, and 1893 Round Top 
3. JJP held this date in especially high regard and once 
commented to me that he never had the opportunity to 
purchase a nicer one in all his years of collecting. He 
purchased this piece as Uncirculated from N. Mason in 
March 1952, price unknown.

10 Cents, 1880-H. P2 Obverse. Uncirculated, virtually in 
the Choice category. A well struck example with lustrous, 
satiny surfaces and beautiful, medium multicolored ton- 
ing. Purchased from N. Mason at the same time JJP pur- 
chased the 1875-H in the preceding lot. This is one of the 
more common dates of the type, at least prior to 1896, but 
examples of this quality and beauty are still quite hard to 
find. 


10 Cents, 1881-H. Uncirculated. Very sharply struck and 
deeply toned in autumn leaves colors. The obverse is a lit- 
tle darker and duller than I would like, but the reverse is 
very attractive. In the obverse legend, all of the I’s are 
missing all or part of the top serifs. The top left serif of the 
N in REGINA is also missing as are the bottom left serifs 
of the A’s in CANADA. Purchased by JJP from the 1964 
ANA sale, Lot 1750, for $80. 





10 Cents, 1882-H. Uncirculated, nearly in the Choice cate- 
gory. Sharply struck with full frosty mint luster and attrac- 
tive, light reddish-gold toning. Quite scarce in this condi- 
tion as are all Victoria 10 Cent pieces. Purchased at the 
1964 CNA sale as Lot 77 for $145. 


A group of three Victoria 10 Cent pieces including the fol- 
lowing: 1882-H, Very Good. Medium toning; 1891 21 
Leaves, Extremely Fine-Almost Uncirculated. Medium 
toning; and 1892, Very Fine. Medium toning. Three pieces. 


10 Cents, 1883-H. Extremely Fine. Cleaned at one time, 
now darkly toned. Gouges on the nose and in the field in 
front of it; and 10 Cents, 1885. Fine-Very Fine. Cleaned at 
one time, now deeply toned. Two pieces. 





10 Cents, 1884. Very Fine-Extremely Fine. Cleaned at one 
time, now darkly toned. This is one of the four rarest dates 
of the type and it is all but impossible to find in full mint 
state. The Norweb coin was only Extremely Fine, as was 
the Gary Burhop example, which shows that even the 
greatest collections are generally missing this date in high 
grade.

2247. 10 Cents, 1889. Choice Uncirculated. Well struck for 


the date with full original mint luster and just a trace of 
beautiful, light reddish-gold toning. There is a partial 
wire rim on both sides and three small marks on the left 
obverse rim, one of which is “as made”. The fields of 
the coin are very clean with only a very few minor han- 
dling marks and hairlines. Along with the 1893 Round 
Top 3, this is the rarest 10 Cent piece of Canada. The 
mintage was not particularly small, but it must have 
been the case that the vast majority of the pieces were 
melted and never released. When available, the typical 
1889 grades from Good to Fine, and even in Very Fine 
or Extremely Fine the date is seldom available. To the 
best of my knowledge, there are only three known mint 
state pieces, the most recently seen being the choice 
example that appeared in Superior’s 1998 New York 
International sale. The third mint state piece is the one 
mentioned below in a letter I received from Jim 
Charlton, but it is not the equal of this example or the 
one in the 1998 Superior sale. JJP purchased this coin 
from Charlton’s No. 4 Mail Auction of March 31, 1951, 
for $67. 


In a March 24, 1998, letter to me (David Akers), Jim Charlton, the 
most famous gentleman in Canadian numismatics, had the following 
comments about the 1889 10 Cent piece in general and the Pittman 
example in particular. “In connection with the 1889 10 cent piece in 
a future Pittman auction, you may be interested in a little additional 
background history. I learned in the early years of the coin business 
this was an unrecognized rare date in any grade. Prices in the only 
catalogue, a 1947 edition, were incongruous at Good .75, Fine 1.00, 
Unc. 1.25. When Vincent G. Greene, past President of the CNA 
(1956-1959) mentioned one day early in 1951 that he had two of the 
1889 10 cent pieces in uncirculated condition for auction, it seemed 
to be incredulous. However, much to my surprise he produced them. 
I sold one in my No. 4 Mail Auction of March 31, 1951, to John 
Pittman for $67, and the other in the CNA 1964 Halifax Convention 
Auction to Alan Fargeon of Montreal for $3,300. As mentioned pre- 
viously, these are the only uncirculated pieces I have a record of in my 
50 years of numismatic activity. The one listed in the 1981 auction in 
Montreal was obviously the one previously owned by the late Alan 
Fargeon.” 

This is one of the many truly great pieces in the Pittman 
Collection of Canadian coins. With respect to both its rarity and over- 
all quality, it is one of those coins that most Canadian numismatists 
can only dream about, but here, for the first time in nearly 50 years, 
collectors finally have the opportunity to bid on and own the leg- 
endary Pittman-Greene 1889 10 Cent piece of Canada.

10 Cents, 1893. Round Top 3. Very Good-Fine. A well 
worn, but still attractive example of this famous rarity. 
It has warm, medium gray and gold toning and no seri- 
ous problems; it is much more attractive than one 
would normally expect for a coin in this grade. This is 
one of the key rarities of the series, in fact, one of the 
most famous rarities in all of Canadian numismatics. 
All grades considered, it is even slightly more rare than 
the 1889, although in mint state they are rather similar 
in rarity. The two greatest collections of Canadian coins 
ever sold at public auction, the Norweb Collection in 
1996, and now the Pittman Collection in 1999, both had 
examples that were well worn which tells a great deal 
about the extreme rarity of this issue in high grade. 
Over the years, estimates have varied as to how many 
of this variety are known. I have seen estimates as high 
as 100 pieces and other estimates as low as 25, but I 
would put the number more in the range of 50-60 
pieces, nearly all of them low grade. Purchased by JJP 
in August 1962 from C.F. Martin for $185. 









10 Cents, 1893. Flat Top 3. Very Fine-Extremely Fine. 
Medium toning; 10 Cents, 1898. Extremely Fine. Medium 
sunset toning on the obverse, darker toning on the 
reverse; and 10 Cents, 1899. Small 9’s. Extremely Fine. 
Medium toning. Three pieces. 


CHOICE MINT STATE 1894 10 CENTS 








10 Cents, 1894. Choice Uncirculated. A beautiful, orig- 
inal coin with a full strike and frosty, lustrous surfaces. 
The obverse has light to medium iridescent toning; the 
reverse has darker shades of blue, violet, and gold. A 
very attractive example of this scarce and underrated 
date, one which, in Choice Uncirculated condition, is 
very difficult to find. Purchased from N. Mason in 
March 1952 along with numerous other 10 Cent pieces 
now in the Pittman Collection. 
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2255. 10 Cents, 1896. Choice Uncirculated. A fully brilliant, 


frosty specimen with a very sharp strike. There are a few 
light hairlines on the reverse around the date and denom- 
ination, but the overall appearance is excellent and the 
coin may be worthy of an even higher grade.

10 Cents, 1900. Small Date. Uncirculated, nearly in the 
Choice category. Medium toning with shades of russet, 
blue, and gold. Much more scarce than the Large Date 
variety, but seldom is the cataloguing distinction even 
made. In fact, the two varieties are not separated in any of 
the standard works on Canadian coins nor are they recog- 
nized by any of the grading services. The difference is 
really quite obvious, however, and on this Small Date 
variety, the 1 looks totally out of place being of a much 
larger size than the other three numerals which are quite 
uniform. Purchased from N. Mason in March 1952. 


10 Cents, 1902. Choice Uncirculated. Light golden toning. 
Small nick on the obverse rim below the bust. Scarce in 
this grade, many times more so than the 1902-H that fol- 
lows; and 10 Cents, 1902-H. Choice Uncirculated. Very 
attractive, light reddish-gold toning with highlights of 
blue, green, and violet at the rims. Two pieces. 


10 Cents, 1902-H. Very Choice Uncirculated. A gorgeous, 
completely original example with lustrous, satiny surfaces 
and superb, light multicolored toning, mostly about the 
periphery. This is the most common issue of the Edward 
VII type, but examples in this high grade are still quite 
scarce. 


10 Cents, 1903-H. Choice Uncirculated. Frosty and lus- 
trous with just a trace of light reddish-gold toning and one 
dark toning streak below the crown. A few minor marks in 
Edward’s beard. Purchased as Lot 95 from the 1964 CNA 
sale for $60. 


10 Cents, 1904. Uncirculated, nearly in the Choice catego- 
ry. A lustrous, original example with attractive, light red- 
dish-gold toning. Milling mark in Edward’s beard. 
Purchased by JJP as Lot 1781 from the 1964 ANA sale for 
$130. Not rare, but certainly rather scarce in full mint state. 


A group of three Edward VII 10 Cent pieces including 
1905, 1906, and 1907. All of the coins grade Choice Almost 
Uncirculated and are virtually mint state. All have full 
mint luster and just a trace of attractive, light toning. The 
1905 is a scarce and underrated issue in this high grade, 
one of the rarest of the Edward VII type. JJP purchased 
these as consecutive lots in the 1964 CNA sale, Lots 97, 98, 
and 99, for $40, $26 and $28 respectively. Three pieces. 


10 Cents, 1909. Broad Leaves. Uncirculated. Light red- 
dish-gold toning, full mint luster. This Broad Leaves vari- 
ety of 1909 is one of the rarest Edward VII 10 Cent pieces 
along with the 1903 and 1905. Mint state examples like 
this are especially elusive and seldom offered; and 10 
Cents, 1910. Uncirculated, nearly in the Choice category. 
The reverse is Gem quality, but the obverse has some 
marks including one fine hairline across the face. 
Attractive, light to medium reddish-gold and violet ton- 
ing. Purchased from A. Rosen at the 1957 CNA convention 
for $7.25. Two pieces. 
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2267. 10 Cents, 1909. Victorian Leaves. Uncirculated. Lustrous 
with light golden toning; 10 Cents, 1909. Broad Leaves. 
Extremely Fine. Peripheral toning on the obverse, medi- 
um toning on the reverse. Gouge in the field in front of 
Edward’s face; and 10 Cents, 1910. Uncirculated. 
Lustrous with light reddish-gold toning. Purchased from 
the 1964 CNA sale, Lot 102, for $19. Three pieces. 


2268. 10 Cents, 1911. Choice Almost Uncirculated. Light to 
medium violet and blue toning. First year of the King 
George V type, the so-called “Godless” variety; and 10 
Cents, 1912. Uncirculated. Frosty and lustrous with light 
golden toning. Two pieces. 


2269. 10 Cents, 1911. Uncirculated. Superb, deep blue, violet, 
and russet toning; and 10 Cents, 1915. Choice Almost 
Uncirculated. Multicolored iridescent toning, deepest 
shades on the obverse. Scarce date, second rarest issue of 
the type after the 1913 Broad Leaves. Two pieces.

2270. 10 Cents, 1913. Broad Leaves. Choice Almost 
Uncirculated, virtually mint state, and likely to be so 
graded by many. As such, this is one of the finest 
known examples of this extremely rare issue, easily in 
the Condition Census. It is sharply struck and frosty, 
although a bit lackluster. It now has light reddish-gold 
toning. There is a fine hairline scratch running from the 
V in the legend to the crown. There is also a tiny lint- 
mark (from something adhering to the dies at the time 
of striking) between N and A of CANADA. Other than 
the aforementioned hairline scratch, the surfaces of the 
coin are very clean with no more than a few trivial 
marks and hairlines. Purchased from Joe Miller in 
March 1962 for $300. 

Other than the Specimen-only 1936 “Dot” issue, the 1913 Broad 
Leaves 10 Cent piece is the rarest coin of this type. Most of the 
known examples are low grade with Very Good to Very Fine being 
typical, and in Extremely Fine or better condition, this is a major 
and important rarity. Only a handful of mint state pieces are known, 
and even some of the greatest collections of Canadian coins ever 
formed have failed to have a high grade example of the 1913 Broad 
Leaves 10 Cents (c.f. the Norweb example, Lot 232, which graded 
only VF-20).

10 Cents, 1914. Gem Uncirculated. A terrific coin that 
would be hard to duplicate. It is fully struck with radiant, 
satiny mint luster and just a trace of attractive, light gold- 
en toning. The surfaces are very clean with no more than a 
few trivial marks. This is not an especially rare date, but 
most people would be surprised at how difficult it is to 
find in Gem condition. 


10 Cents, 1916. Very Choice Uncirculated, perhaps even a 
Gem, although there are a few faint hairlines on the 
obverse. Full mint luster and attractive, light golden toning. 


A group of three George V 10 Cent pieces including 1918, 
1919, and 1920. The first two grade Choice Uncirculated 
and have full mint luster and just a trace of light toning. 
The 1920 has been cleaned at one time and now grades 
Choice Almost Uncirculated with lackluster gray and 
gold toning. It has a few small digs on George’s face. Three 
pieces. 


10 Cents, 1921. Very Choice Uncirculated. Sharply struck 
with full frosty mint luster and delicate golden toning. 
Common as a date, but quite scarce in this high grade. 
Purchased for $40 sometime shortly after 1964 to replace 
one that had been stolen in the April 1964 robbery of JJP’s 
home. 


10 Cents, 1921. Uncirculated. Light golden toning with 
multicolored highlights; and 10 Cents, 1928. Uncirculated. 
Medium reddish-gold toning. Some light hairlines in the 
left obverse field, but otherwise Choice. Two pieces. 


10 Cents, 1921. Uncirculated. Attractive russet, violet, and 
blue toning; and 10 Cents, 1929. Uncirculated. Light red- 
dish-gold toning, two dark toning streaks across the 
obverse. Two pieces. 


A group of seven George V 10 Cent pieces including 1930, 
1931, 1932, 1933, 1934, 1935, and 1936. Grades range from 
Almost Uncirculated to Choice Uncirculated with the 
1930 being the nicest coin in the lot. The 1931 is nearly as 
nice, but with the luster a little more subdued. The 1935 is 
flashy and would grade Choice Uncirculated except for 
several green corrosion spots on the obverse. All of the 
coins have some degree of toning from light to medium 
gold. Seven pieces. 
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VERY RARE GEM SPECIMEN 1931 10 CENTS 


2278. 10 Cents, 1931. Gem Specimen. A magnificent example 


of this seldom seen rarity with superb, medium multi- 
colored toning and surfaces that are nearly flawless 
except for a few faint hairlines which are almost entirely 
obscured by the toning. There is also a tiny mark on the 
reverse rim above the left side of the crown. A few 
Specimens (or matte Proofs as JJP always called them) of 
all denominations were struck in 1931 to mark the year 


that the Ottawa Mint was formally changed to the Royal 
Canadian Mint. The exact number of Specimens minted 
is not known, but it was undoubtedly very small, prob- 
ably no more than 12-15 pieces of each denomination. 
The Specimen 25 Cents and 50 Cents appear later in this 
Pittman sale and are sufficiently close in general appear- 
ance to this piece that they all may have been part of an 
original set. 


EXTREMELY RARE GEM SPECIMEN 1932 10 CENTS

sharp, square edge and extremely bold design details. 
Attractive, deep multicolored toning with shades of vio- 
let, russet, and blue. Stored for years in a 2 x 2 manila 
coin envelope, and so the surfaces are less lustrous than 
they are on the 1931 Specimen in the preceding lot. 
Specimens of this year are extremely rare, even more so 
than those of 1931, which are also very rare, but which 


were struck in somewhat larger quantities to commem- 
orate the changeover from the Ottawa Mint to the Royal 
Canadian Mint. No more than a few 1932 Specimens are 
known of any denomination; in the case of this 10 Cent 
piece, probably only 4 or 5 examples. At one time, JJP 
even thought that this piece was unique, but noted later 
that he had subsequently seen another example.

A pair of high grade 1935 George V 10 Cent pieces. Both 
coins grade Very Choice Uncirculated with some claims 
to full Gem status. Each piece is well struck with excellent 
luster and beautiful light reddish-gold peripheral toning. 
This date has the lowest mintage of any issue of the type, 
and high grade examples, like these two, are very scarce, if 
not moderately rare. Two pieces. 


A group of five matte Specimen 1937 George VI 10 Cent 
pieces. All of the coins are Gems and were lightly lac- 
quered at the Mint. Two pieces have a faint hairline or two, 
but the other three are essentially perfect. All five coins 
have light golden toning.

10 Cents, 1939. Choice Specimen. Kept from a higher 
grade by a tiny scratch on George’s jaw and two small 
spots in the field in front of the face. There are also a few 
faint hairlines in the fields hidden by the beautiful red- 
dish-gold, blue, and violet toning. Fully struck and deeply 
mirrorlike. Very rare; only a small number of Specimens of 
the 10 Cent denomination were struck in 1939, probably no 
more than 15-20 pieces, if that many.

Of the three “Dot” denominations of 1936, apparently the 25 
Cent piece is the only one that was struck in the business strike for- 
mat and released into general circulation. Although large quantities 
of the Cent and 10 Cent piece allegedly also were struck as business 
strikes, none exists with certainty today despite the claim by the Mint 
Master in 1952 that they all had been released into general circula- 
tion. There are only three known examples of the Cent with a fourth 
rumored (all three known examples in the Pittman Collection) and 
four examples of the 10 Cent piece. All examples of both of these 
denominations are Specimens with one possible exception, that being 
the controversial (as to its method of manufacture, not its authentic- 
ity) One Cent offered earlier in this sale, which may or may not be a 
business strike. Although scarce in all grades, the 25 Cent piece is not 
a major rarity except as a Specimen, although mint state pieces such 
as this are definitely very scarce, if not rare. 





A group of five matte Specimen 1937 25 Cent pieces of 
King George VI. One piece has a small mark on the neck 
of the caribou and a flawless obverse. The other four 
pieces are pristine and “as struck”. All have been lightly 
lacquered and have a hint of light golden toning. Each of 
the pieces displays many die polishing lines in the fields. 
These coins were all struck for inclusion in the matte 
Specimen sets of 1937 issued to commemorate the corona- 
tion of the new King. Most of the 1,295 sets issued were 
the matte variety with probably only about 10 percent the 
mirror variety (not offered here in this lot). Although not 
especially rare, matte Specimens of the 1937 25 Cent piece 
of the quality offered here, i.e. literally pristine and flaw- 
less, are actually quite scarce since most have been mis- 
handled over the years.

nificent coin that is not only the finest 1871 50 Cent piece 
known, but also one of the finest Victoria 50 Cent pieces 
of any date in existence. It is one of the greatest coins in 
the entire Pittman Collection of Canadian coins. The coin 
is sharply struck with superb quality, lustrous, semi- 
prooflike surfaces and beautiful, medium multicolored 
toning, a gorgeous blend of russet, violet and blue with 
deeper shades at the borders. There are only a few micro- 
scopic marks hidden under the toning and the overall 
eye appeal of the piece is simply stunning. Whenever 
this coin has been displayed by us at various coin shows 
over the past several years, it has always been one of the 
most admired and talked about coins in our display. 
Purchased by JJP as part of an 1871 mint set (the other

All Victoria 50 Cent issues are rare in mint state, and most such 
pieces are only of minimal Uncirculated quality.

There is a mark on Victoria’s cheek and several 
smaller ones on her neck, but the fields of the coin are 
really very clean and have no more than a few minus- 
cule marks.

This is a Condition Census example of the rarest and most desir- 
able 50 Cent issue of the Victoria type. Only 20,000 pieces were 
struck and virtually all of the extant examples are in low grades of 
Very Fine or less; even in Extremely Fine, the 1890-H is one of the 
major rarities among all Canadian issues.

Much more attractive than the 
description makes it sound and actually very close to mint 
state, so close in fact, that many will assign it that grade. As 
such this is one of the finest known examples of this rare, 
low mintage date; only 60,000 pieces were struck and rela- 
tively few rival this coin in terms of overall quality. JJP 
obviously thought a great deal of the coin as he paid $475 
for it back in the early 1960’s.

2394. 50 Cents, 1921. Gem Uncirculated. Here we have one of 


the most important and valuable coins in John Jay 
Pittman’s remarkable collection of Canadian coins. This 
piece is highly lustrous with frosty/satiny surfaces and 
a very bold strike. It has superb, natural, light to medi- 
um reddish-gold toning. There is one tiny mark by the 
bridge of George’s nose, but the surfaces of the coin are 
otherwise virtually flawless. Although there are some 
other high grade 1921 50 Cent pieces in existence, it is 
my opinion that this Gem example is clearly in the 
Condition Census for the date. Over the years, JJP 
owned several other examples of the 1921, but this is the 
only nice one that he ever purchased. It was acquired 
from C.C. (Tim) Shroyer in September 1958 for $1,716, 
which is, not surprisingly, the third highest amount JJP 
ever paid for any item in his Canadian collection after 
the Farouk 1862 British Columbia $20 and the 1936 Red 
Unc/Specimen “Dot” Cent he purchased from a Jim 
Charlton sale in 1961. 

At the time JJP purchased this coin, it was a superb, literally flaw- 
less Gem. However, it was stolen in the robbery of his home on April 
10, 1964, and was later returned to him loose in an envelope with other 
coins. This caused the mark by the nose which is the only noticeable 
flaw on an otherwise nearly perfect coin. 
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Although not the rarest Canadian coin, particularly in Gem condi- 
tion, the 1921 50 Cent piece ranks as possibly the most famous, and 
nearly a half century ago it was given the title “King of Canadian 
Coins” by the dean of Canadian numismatics, Jim Charlton. It is a title 
that seems to have survived over the years and is actually quite appro- 
priate. The mintage of the 1921 was not particularly low since 206,398 
were minted. However, there was virtually no demand for 50 Cent 
pieces in 1921, and so almost the entire mintage was melted in 1929 to 
be later minted into the 50 Cent pieces of that year. The number of sur- 
vivors, i.e. the ones not melted, is not known with certainty, but a rea- 
sonable estimate is somewhere in the range of 75-100 pieces. Since 
most of the known examples are fairly low grade, it is apparent that at 
least some were placed into circulation or possibly, as others have con- 
jectured, were spent after being obtained as souvenirs by visitors to the 
Royal Canadian Mint in the years from 1921 to 1929. Of the 75-100 
known examples (some experts feel even that low estimate is too high), 
perhaps as many as 10-15 pieces are strictly mint state. Of those 
Uncirculated examples, at most five or six are Gems including the fab- 
ulous Norweb example and this coin. (Some feel the Norweb coin is a 
Specimen but whether or not Specimens were actually struck is a mat- 
ter of debate.) Another high grade example is the Auction ‘79-Kissel 
and Victoria coin, and a fourth is the example I sold in Auction ‘90 
graded Specimen-65 by ICCS. Of those four great coins, this Pittman 
example is the most obvious business strike, and that may give it addi- 
tional appeal and significance to some bidders. 
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2395. 50 Cents, 1929. Uncirculated. Sharply struck with full 


frosty mint luster and superb russet, violet and blue 
peripheral toning. The reverse grades Choice Uncirculated 
with minimal marks, but the obverse has a number of light 
contact marks and hairlines in the fields. The overall 
appearance of the coin is excellent. Obtained in the sum- 
mer of 1951 from T. Roberts, a former RCM employee, at 
face value. Very similar in terms of overall quality and 
appearance to Lot 22 of Pittman I.

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50 Cents, 1929. Uncirculated, nearly in the Choice catego- 
ry. Sharply struck and fully lustrous with light reddish- 
gold toning highlighted with a touch of blue at the obverse 
rim. Cleaner surfaces overall than the preceding, but not 
as pretty in terms of its toning. 


50 Cents, 1929. Uncirculated. Very sharply struck with 
light golden toning over lustrous, frosty surfaces. There 
are some areas of darker tarnish type toning on the 
obverse on the higher points of the design. Obtained from 
Mrs. W.D. Mack in 1957 for $1.50. 


VERY RARE GEM SPECIMEN 1931 50 CENTS 


2398. 50 Cents, 1931. Gem Specimen. A fabulous example of 


this great rarity; it is virtually flawless and “as struck” 
except for a few microscopic marks on the cheek and 
beard as well as the addition over the years of beautiful 
light violet and gold toning. The surfaces have the 
satiny /matte texture characteristic of Specimens of this 
era which many, including myself, find particularly 
attractive. The strike is absolutely full and the edge is 
sharp and square. Design details that are rarely, if ever, 
seen on business strikes, stand out bold and clear on this 
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coin; it literally defines what a George V 50 Cent piece 
should look like. Unfortunately, no pedigree informa- 
tion is available as to when or from whom JJP purchased 
this coin. 

In 1931, the Ottawa Mint was changed to the Royal Canadian 
Mint and was, therefore, no longer considered a branch mint of the 
Royal Mint in London. To commemorate this event, a small number of 
Specimens of all denominations were minted. The exact number is not 
known with certainty, but most experts place the number in the range 
of 12-15 pieces struck with perhaps 8-10 still in existence today.

2399. 50 Cents, 1931. Very Choice Uncirculated. A gorgeous, 


original coin with beautiful, light to medium reddish-gold 
toning over lustrous, frosty surfaces. Quite well struck for 
a business strike of this year, but it is interesting to com- 
pare this coin to the preceding lot to see and appreciate 
the depth of detail on a Specimen. The reverse of this coin 
is literally unmarked, and the obverse fields are also very 


few minor marks on King George, both by the ear and at 
the back of the neck. These are completely toned over and 
obviously occurred very early in the coin’s existence. Mint 
state business strikes of 1931 are very scarce, if not rare, 
and Very Choice examples such as this are seldom avail- 
able except when really important collections of Canadian 
coins are sold. Purchased at the 1959 CNA convention

2400. 50 Cents, 1932. Choice Specimen. At first glance, this coin 


appears to be a nearly perfect Gem, but closer inspection 
with a glass reveals some light lines on the obverse, some 
of which may actually be planchet lines that were present 
at the time of striking, but most of which, unfortunately, 
are hairlines. The coin is fully struck with a wealth of 
detail not present on even the sharpest of business strikes. 
The surfaces have the satiny/matte texture peculiar to 
George V Specimens of this era, and the edge is sharp and 
square. The toning is very attractive, a medium blend of 
many hues and shades. There are several tiny marks on 
the rims on both sides, but overall the reverse is easily of 
Gem quality. 

The 1932 50 Cent piece is the rarest date of this denomination of the 
1930's as a business strike, and Specimens are of even greater rarity. The 
number struck is unknown, but it was certainly fewer than the number 
of Specimens minted of the 1931, itself a notable rarity. Only a tiny 


number of 1932 Specimen 50 Cent pieces are known, possibly fewer than 

five pieces total. So here is another great Canadian rarity from the 
Pittman Collection that would be difficult, if not impossible, to duplicate 
at almost any price once this piece is sold. It is important to note that the 
fabulous Norweb Collection, sold by our friends at Bowers & Merena, 
consisted of many of the highest quality, greatest rarity pieces in the field 
of Canadian numismatics. However, noticeably absent from that collec- 
tion were Specimens of any date 50 Cent piece of the George V type with 
the possible exception of the 1921, which some (but not all) people felt 
was a Specimen. This is mentioned, not to point out any deficiency in the 
Norweb Collection, which was perhaps unrivaled in terms of its overall 
quality, but rather to stress just how rare these George V Specimen 50 
Cent pieces from 1929-1936 really are. From that era, the Pittman 
Collection contains not only this 1932 but also a Gem 1931, three Gems 
of the 1934 issue, and the literally perfect 1936 in the “Dot” set offered 
later as Lot 2486. This is a remarkable group of Specimen 50 Cent pieces 
of this period, a group not previously matched by any of the greatest 
Canadian sales of the past and perhaps never to be equaled again.

gory. Sharply struck and very lustrous with frosty / 
satiny surfaces and beautiful, light reddish-gold and 
pale lavender toning. The 1932 is by far the rarest busi- 
ness strike 50 Cent piece of the 1930's, and it is also the 
third rarest of the George V type after the legendary 
1921 and the vastly underrated 1914. Only 19,213 pieces 
were minted, fewer than half the number struck of any 
other issue of this period, and the rarity of the 1932 is 
fully consistent with that low mintage. Mint state exam- 
ples are seldom offered for sale, yet here, in the Pittman 
Collection, is the opportunity to purchase not only two 
strictly Uncirculated examples of this rare date, but a 
Choice Specimen as well.

PERFECT GEM SPECIMEN 1934 50 CENTS 


Extremely Rare — One of Only 5-6 Examples Known 


50 Cents, 1934. Gem Specimen. This coin is pristine and 
flawless; in fact, it can reasonably be said that it is 
absolutely perfect in all respects. It was lightly lacquered 
at the Mint to preserve its original luster and perfection, 
and if the term “as struck” ever applied to any coin, it 
applies to this one. In Part One of the John Jay Pittman 
Collection sale, we offered another superb Specimen of 
the 1934 50 Cent piece, and there is also a Gem in the 
complete 1934 Specimen set offered later in this sale. As 
fabulous as the one in the first sale was, however (and it 
subsequently was graded Specimen-68 by one of the 
grading services), this unbelievable coin is even slightly 
finer because it does not have the minute rim imperfec- 
tion present on the example in the first sale. (Otherwise, 


the two coins are essentially identical.) The coin offered 
here has beautiful light reddish-gold toning about the 
periphery and it clearly shows the prominent die polish- 
ing in the fields on both the obverse and reverse that is 
also present on the other two Specimen 50 Cent pieces of 
this year in the Pittman Collection. 

As a Specimen, the 1934 50 Cent piece is a major rarity, somewhat 
more rare than the Specimen 1931 offered earlier and only marginally 
less rare than the Specimen 1932. It is believed that only 5 or 6 pieces 
are known, three of which are (were) in the Pittman Collection. In my 
opinion, this Specimen 1934 50 Cent piece is the single highest quali- 
ty important coin in the entire Pittman Collection, quite a statement 
when one considers the remarkably high quality of so many of the rar- 
ities in this collection.

Only 39,539 were mint- 
ed and beautifully toned original coins of this caliber 
are seldom available. JJP acquired this coin at face 
value from T. Roberts in June 1951. Mr. Roberts was a 
former RCM employee and undoubtedly obtained this 
coin directly from the Mint.

50 Cents, 1934. Choice Uncirculated. A second Choice 
and completely original example of this scarce, low 
mintage issue. It is sharply struck with a square edge, a 
partial wire rim, and full frosty mint luster as well as a 
trace of light reddish-gold toning. Acquired at face value 
from T. Roberts in 1951.

50 Cents, 1936. Choice Uncirculated. This is a coin with 
great eye appeal due to its superb luster and color. The 
toning is a beautiful, light reddish-gold with deeper 
shades of blue green and violet at the borders. The strike 
is very sharp and the fields are very clean except for one 
small abrasion in the left obverse field which keeps this 
coin from an even higher grade. This is the last year of the 
type; in terms of overall rarity, the 1936 is similar to the 
1929 and just a little less rare than the 1934. 





50 Cents, 1936. Choice Uncirculated, perhaps finer. Even 
by the high standard set by some of the other George V 50 
Cent pieces offered here, the toning on this particular 
piece is exquisite and something special. It is a medium 
multicolored blend of reddish-gold, violet, blue and 
greenish-gold. The surfaces are very clean with only a few 
minor marks under the toning and, in many ways, this 
beautiful coin actually has the appearance of a Gem. 
Obtained by JJP from T. Roberts in June 1951 at face value. 
Roberts had acquired the coin while he was an employee 
of the RCM. 





50 Cents, 1934. Uncirculated, nearly in the Choice catego- 
ry. A third example of this scarce date, also obtained from 
T. Roberts in the summer of 1951 at face value. This piece 
is similar in appearance to the coin in the preceding lot 
except that it has a few more marks in the fields, particu- 
larly the left obverse field. Still, this is a very nice coin that 
many will grade Choice Uncirculated.

A group of the first three 50 Cent issues of the George VI 
type, i.e. 1937, 1938 and 1939. All three coins grade strictly 
Uncirculated with the 1939 being very nearly in the Choice 
category. The 1937 and 1938 have beautiful toning while 
the 1939 is fully brilliant. Three pieces. 


A group of four George VI 50 Cent pieces including 1937, 
1939, 1945 and 1947 Straight 7. All of the coins grade strict- 
ly Uncirculated and are closer to Choice quality than they 
are to minimal Uncirculated quality. The 1937 and 1939 
have attractive toning, the 1945 is lacquered and brilliant 
with numerous hairlines, many of which may be only in the 
lacquer, and the 1947 has peripheral toning. Four pieces. 





50 Cents, 1938. Gem Uncirculated. A frosty, fully struck 
example with a sharp, square edge and a partial wire rim. 
The reverse is very close to perfection and the obverse is 
also very high quality with nearly pristine fields and only 
a few minor marks and scuffs on King George, including 
one on the highpoint of the cheekbone. The centers on 
both sides are brilliant and white and there is magnificent 
peripheral toning in shades of russet, violet and blue 
green. The obverse of this coin is lovely; the reverse is 
absolutely stunning. This is, by far, the rarest date of the 
type (only the 1947 Maple Leaf with curved 7 is more rare, 
but it is a variety), and true Gems like this one are really 
very rare. I have seen a few other Gem quality 1938 50 
Cent pieces, but never one of comparable beauty. This is 
yet another magnificent coin obtained in 1951 from T. 
Roberts at face value. 


A large group of nine George VI 50 Cent pieces including 
1939, 1940, 1941, 1942, 1943, 1944, 1945, 1947 Curved 7 and 
1947 Maple Leaf, Straight 7. The grades range from 
Uncirculated to Gem Uncirculated with most of the coins 
Choice Uncirculated or better. The two best coins in the 
group are the 1943 and 1944, both of which are beautifully 
toned Gems. All of the coins are lustrous and fully original 
with light to moderate marks (except the Gem 1943 and 
1944). The 1941 and 1942 have beautiful peripheral toning.

Potter in 1952 for $1.50. 


GEM 1947 MAPLE LEAF 50 CENTS 


50 Cents, 1947. Maple Leaf, Straight 7. Gem Uncirculated. 
An outstanding example of this low mintage issue, espe- 
cially from the standpoint of beautiful toning and overall 
appearance. The coin is highly lustrous and semi-prooflike 
with superb, medium reddish-gold, violet, blue and green- 
ish-gold toning. Only 38,433 were minted of the Maple 
Leaf variety, a figure which includes the mintages for both 
the Straight 7 and Curved 7 subvarieties. This Straight 7 
variety is relatively common as apparently many were 
saved. They were struck in 1948 with the Maple Leaf 
added to 1947 dies to differentiate them from the 50 Cent 
pieces actually struck in 1947. India was granted indepen- 
dence in 1947 and thus the legend of the 1948 issue neces- 
sarily had to omit reference to India; these Maple Leaf 
coins were struck before the new 1948 dies were prepared. 
Note: Although relatively common and readily available 
in the lower mint state grades, this issue is actually very 
scarce, if not rare, in Gem condition.

50 Cents, 1948. Gem Specimen. Fully struck with deep 
mirror fields and lightly frosted devices. Distinctly supe- 
rior to either of the two examples sold in Pittman I and 
also much finer than most others seen; apparently 
Specimens of this era were not handled with a great deal 
of care either at the Mint or subsequently. Obtained from 
Maurice LaFortune in October 1952 along with virtually 
all of the Specimen sets and late date Specimen singles 
that appear in the John Jay Pittman Collection. JJP paid 
LaFortune $220 for this large group which consisted of a 
couple hundred Specimen coins of the late 1940’s and 
early 1950’s. This price probably represented just a small 
premium over face value. 

The 1948 has the lowest mintage figure of any of the King George VI 
50 Cent issues and business strikes are both rare (especially in high 
grade) and desirable. As a result, Specimens of this date are more desir- 
able and valuable than similarly rare Specimens of other dates. An esti- 


mated 50-70 pieces were minted, although relatively few exist as nice as 
this one.

50 Cents, 1948. Gem Specimen. Virtually identical in 
terms of overall quality and appearance to the preceding 
lot and thus one of the finest examples of this rare 
Specimen in existence. 





50 Cents, 1948. Choice Specimen. A third and final exam- 
ple of this rare and desirable Specimen issue. Very similar 
in general appearance to the preceding two Gems, but this 
piece has some vertical hairlines on George’s cheek and 
brow as well as similar ones in the field by the chin. Also 
obtained from Maurice LaFortune in 1952 at little more 
than face value. 





50 Cents, 1948. Very Choice Uncirculated. Lustrous and 
semi-prooflike with superb, medium reddish-gold toning 
highlighted with a trace of violet and blue. The reverse is 
essentially flawless and the obverse has only a few minor 
marks under the superb toning. This is the lowest mintage 
issue of the type with only 37,784 minted. 


50 Cents, 1948. Choice Uncirculated. A beautifully toned, 
lustrous and completely original example of this scarce, 
low mintage issue. 


A group of four mint state 1949 George VI 50 Cent pieces. 
All of the coins are lustrous and original and grade Choice 
Uncirculated or nearly so. One piece is fully brilliant, the 
other three have attractive, light iridescent toning. This is a 
moderately scarce issue, certainly much more so than the 
three dates that follow from 1950 to 1952. Four pieces. 


50 Cents, 1949. Hoof over 9 variety. Gem Uncirculated. 
Partially prooflike with superb luster and beautiful, light 
reddish-gold toning highlighted with a blush of violet and 
blue on the obverse.

deteriorated die rather than an intentional design differ- 
ence. Charlton does not even list the variety, but it is listed 
in the Haxby-Willey reference. Just as a date, the 1949 is 
surprisingly difficult to find in Gem condition, and this 
variety is quite rare, especially in the higher mint state 
grades. 


50 Cents, 1950. No lines in 0. Choice Uncirculated. Semi- 
prooflike and fully lustrous with a trace of light golden ton- 
ing. The reverse is literally perfect, but the obverse has 
some light contact marks in the fields. Again, like the pre- 
ceding lot, this variety is not listed in Charlton, but it is list- 
ed in the Haxby-Willey reference and is rather rare. 
However, it is not nearly as rare as the 1949 Hoof over 9 
variety. Note: The lack of lines in the 0 of the date is the 
result of overpolishing of the die rather than a planned 
design difference. 


50 Cents, 1952. Gem Specimen. Brilliant mirror surfaces 
with just a trace of light reddish-gold toning. Scarce, one of 
perhaps 200 or so Specimens minted. 


SILVER DOLLARS 


Dollar, 1935. Gem Uncirculated. Well struck and lustrous 
with superb, medium reddish-gold toning. A beautiful 
example of this one-year-only commemorative type coin. 
Purchased from Jim Charlton’s 1957 CNA auction, Lot 
288, for $15. 


Dollar, 1935. Gem Uncirculated. Beautiful, light to medi- 
um multicolored toning with varied shades of reddish- 
gold, violet, blue and greenish-gold. The cooler blue and 
green shades are on the obverse, the warmer reddish-gold 
colors on the reverse. Clean, satiny surfaces with only a 
few minor marks. 


A pair of beautifully toned George V Dollars, one the com- 
memorative dated 1935, the other the regular issue 1936. 
Both grade Choice Uncirculated and have superb, light to 
medium multicolored toning with shades of reddish-gold, 
violet and blue. Two pieces. 


A pair of silver Dollars with the JOP countermark. The 
first is dated 1935 and grades Choice Almost Uncirculated 
with light reddish-gold toning. The countermark is in the 
form of three individual letter punches. The second coin is 
a 1947 Blunt 7 and grades Choice Uncirculated with the 
countermark in a single rectangular punch. Two pieces. 

The countermarks on these two coins are the work of Joseph Oliva 
Patenaude of Nelson, British Columbia. Reportedly, he countermarked 
1,000 silver Dollars in 1935 with his initials and continued to counter- 
mark other Dollars in much smaller quantities until 1949 (he died in 
1956). According to Brunk, “Patenaude gave the pieces out in change at 
his optometry business in an attempt to demonstrate how widely silver 
Dollars circulated and thus spur on the Canadian government to coin 
more of them. That his plan was a failure is witnessed by the fact that 
numismatists were baffled until the late 1950's about the origins of the 
few such Silver Dollars that were discovered stamped JOP.” Of the two 
types of countermarks used by Patenaude, both are represented here in 
this lot. The countermark with three separate punches as used here on the 
1935 is more rare than the single punch countermark, but the 1947 
Blunt 7 is a much less often seen countermarked date than the 1935. Both 
of these pieces were purchased at a Jim Charlton sale in the 1950's. 
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VERY RARE AND CHOICE SPECIMEN 1936 DOLLAR 


2430. Dollar, 1936. Very Choice Specimen. Fully struck witha 
square edge and sharply incised milling. Uniform, light 
golden gray toning over the matte/satiny surfaces that 
are characteristic of this and other George V Specimens 
of this era. There are many fine lines in the fields, but 
only a few of them are actual hairlines; most were pre- 
sent at the time of striking and are mint made, and thus 
not impairments. Obtained from Maurice LaFortune in 
1952 as part of a large group of Specimen coins for which 
JJP paid $220, a price that amounted to little more than 
face value for most of the coins, but a possible cost of 
around $10 for this piece. 


2431. A group of four early Canadian silver Dollars including 
1936, 1937, 1938 and 1939. All grade Choice Uncirculated 
or better except for the very scarce 1938 which falls just 
short of that category. All four of the coins have either light 
or medium toning. Four pieces.

Specimen 1936 Dollars are very rare and desirable, and it is my 
estimate that approximately 20-25 pieces were struck, nearly all of 
which still exist today. Even the great Norweb Collection failed to 
have a Specimen of this issue. At times in the past, I have seen esti- 
mates as low as 5 or 6 pieces known, but, of course, this is completely 
inconsistent with the actual population. JJP himself once owned 5 
examples, and at the time of the sale of his collection, it still contained

Dollar, 1939. Gem Specimen. Lightly lacquered at the 
mint. Brilliant mirror surfaces, lightly frosted devices 
and just a touch of light golden toning. Ample evi- 
dence of die polishing lines in the fields. Purchased 
from Guy R.L. Potter in 1952 for $3.50. 

This is a commemorative issue that was minted for the visit to 
Canada of King George VI and Queen Mary. It was also issued in 
business strike format and because of the wide publicity of the event 
and the status of the coin as a one-year-only type, many were saved, 
both Specimens and business strikes. As a result, this is the second 
most “common” Specimen Dollar of George VI prior to 1950, and it 
is estimated that at least several hundred were minted. 


ANOTHER GEM SPECIMEN 
1939 DOLLAR 





Dollar, 1939. Gem Specimen. A fully brilliant, highly 
lustrous coin with mirror fields and signs of promi- 
nent die polishing throughout the fields. Just a trace of 
light golden toning. On George’s cheek there is a small 
planchet depression “as made”. There are only a few 
faint hairlines in the fields and the overall appearance 
of the coin is outstanding. Purchased from a Jim 
Charlton sale, Lot 289, sometime in the 1950’s. Rare; 
only a few hundred pieces were minted.

2435. Dollar, 1939. Gem Specimen. The obverse has a sur- 


face that is a combination of satiny and prooflike tex- 
tures while the reverse is fully mirrorlike. Evidence of 
die polishing is noticed on both sides, but it is less 
prominent than it is on either of the two pieces just 
offered. Lightly lacquered at the Mint to preserve 
both its quality and original appearance; the coin 
now has just a trace of light golden toning. Purchased 
from Guy R.L. Potter for $3.50 in 1952, the same price 
JJP paid for the Specimen in Lot 2433. 


GEM SPECIMEN 1945 DOLLAR 





Dollar, 1945. Gem Specimen. Extraordinarily brilliant 
and mirrorlike. A few light hairlines in the fields, most- 
ly on the lower reverse, but still a Gem and consider- 
ably finer than most examples seen. The RCM did not 
seem to take particularly great care with their 
Specimen coinage during this era and most of the 
pieces, especially the 50 Cent pieces and Dollars, have 
been mishandled. With the exception of the few light 
hairlines on the reverse, fortunately, this piece does not 
fall into that category. 

With the formal outbreak of World War II in September 1939, 
silver Dollar production was halted in Canada and did not begin 
again until the war ended in 1945. Once resumed, mintages were 
much smaller than before the war and, in 1945, only 38,391 were 
struck. (Contrast this figure to the 1,363,816 struck in 1939.) In 
addition to the business strikes, an unknown, but relatively small, 
number of Specimens were struck, certainly fewer than 100 pieces 
and most likely only 50-60 examples based on the frequency with 
which they are offered today. This number includes an estimated 35- 
40 in complete Specimen sets. Due to the small mintage, many busi- 
ness strikes are also highly prooflike and are sometimes confused 
with and offered as Specimens, making Specimens seem more com- 
mon than they really are.

Dollar, 1945. Specimen, nearly in the Choice category and 
kept from that level only by a small number of light hair- 
lines on the obverse and even fewer, more trivial ones on 
the reverse. Very brilliant and wholly mirrorlike; just a 
trace of light golden toning. Rare; one of only an estimated 
50-60 Specimen Dollars of this year struck. 


A group of three George VI silver Dollars including 1945, 
1946 and 1947 Blunt 7. The 1945 is fully prooflike Choice 
Uncirculated with attractive, light to medium reddish- 
gold and violet toning. The 1946 grades strictly 
Uncirculated and is partially prooflike, fully brilliant and 
very lustrous. The third, and nicest coin of the group, is the 
1947 Blunt 7 which is Very Choice Uncirculated with 
beautiful, light reddish-gold toning.

liant and lustrous coin that is very nearly “as struck”. Its 
overall appearance and eye appeal are truly spectacular 
and it ranks with the finest Specimens of any date Dollar 
of the King George VI type that I have seen. Obtained by 
JJP from Maurice LaFortune in 1952; LaFortune had 
obtained the coin directly from the Mint in the year of 
issue while he was an employee there.

A group of four mint state George VI silver Dollars includ- 
ing 1945, 1946, 1947 Blunt 7 and the rare 1947 Pointed 7. 
Grades range from strictly Uncirculated to Choice 
Uncirculated (the Blunt 7) with the rare Pointed 7 falling 
just short of the Choice category. All of the coins are bril- 
liant and lustrous and the Blunt 7 has superb, light red- 
dish-gold toning. Four pieces. 


Dollar, 1945. Choice Uncirculated, semi-prooflike. Fully 
brilliant and lustrous with minimal marks; and Dollar, 
1947 Maple Leaf. Uncirculated, nearly in the Choice cate- 
gory. Lustrous and semi-prooflike with beautiful, light 
golden toning. A very scarce and popular low mintage 
issue; only 21,135 were struck. Two pieces. 


A group of three scarce George VI silver Dollars including 
1945, 1947 Pointed 7 and 1947 Maple Leaf. The 1945 and 
1947 Pointed 7 both are fully prooflike, brilliant Uncir- 
culated pieces. The 1947 Maple Leaf is semi-prooflike and 
grades Choice Uncirculated with attractive, reddish-gold 
peripheral toning. Three pieces. 


Another group of three scarce George VI silver Dollars 
including the following: 1945, Choice Uncirculated. Fully 
prooflike with beautiful reddish-gold toning; 1947 Pointed 
7. Uncirculated with full original mint brilliance and lus- 
ter and just a trace of light peripheral toning. Light to mod- 
erate bagmarks throughout the fields; and 1947 Maple 
Leaf.

Deep mirror fields 
and lightly frosted devices. The edge is sharp and square 
and the coin has just a trace of light golden toning. There 
are a few light hairlines in the fields, but the overall qual- 
ity is still distinctly above average for the era since most 
Specimens of this period were not handled with great care 
either at the Mint or by the collectors who subsequently 
acquired them.

2445. Dollar, 1946. Gem Specimen. This piece has the gen- 
eral appearance of many Specimen Dollars of 1946 in 
that it is less mirrorlike than the typical Specimen 
Dollar of this period. The obverse has a combination 











of satiny and prooflike surfaces; the upper two-thirds 
of the reverse is similar to the obverse in surface char- 
acteristics, but the lower third (below the canoe) is 
almost matte-like in appearance. (A few Specimen 
Dollars of 1945 and a very small number of those of 
1947 also have this “look”, but it seems to be most 
common on Specimens of 1946.) This piece is fully 
brilliant with just a trace of light golden toning and a 
few faint, scattered hairlines, not enough to keep it 
out of the Gem category. It is not quite the equal of Lot 








2443 (few are), but it is slightly finer than the 
Specimen in the preceding lot which shares the same 
basic surface characteristics.

2447. Dollar, 1947. Maple Leaf. Specimen. Brilliant and fully 


mirrorlike, but with many light hairlines in the fields. The 
rims were filed at the Mint. This filing of the rims was a 
common practice, particularly with 1947 Maple Leaf 
Dollars, and probably was performed to carefully remove 
the high wire rim that sometimes occurred when striking 
Specimens. Although this filing occurred most often with 
1947 Maple Leaf Dollars, it is occasionally seen on the 
Specimen Dollars of 1945 and 1946 as well. Purchased 
from Jim Charlton’s 1959 CNA sale, Lot 291, for $230, a 
seemingly high price for a Specimen of rather inferior 
quality, and especially curious since JJP already had so 
many other superior examples which he had obtained at 
little more than face value in the early 1950's.

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VERY RARE SUPERB GEM SPECIMEN 1948 DOLLAR 


2448. Dollar, 1948. Gem Specimen. A superb, fully brilliant 


and mirrorlike Specimen that is very nearly “as struck”. 
The obverse, in particular, is pristine and unmarked 
while the reverse has only a couple of very faint hair- 
lines above LAR of DOLLAR. The narrow rim on the 
reverse is slightly “crumbly”, unusual since the minting 
standard of the rest of the coin is exemplary. Many of the 
Specimen 1948 Dollars have been poorly handled over 
the years and so it a pleasure to see one that is this pris- 
tine and unharmed. JJP acquired it from Maurice 
LaFortune in October 1952 along with numerous other 
Specimen sets and coins. Based on the number of coins 
in the deal and the price paid ($220), JJP could not have 
paid more than $2 or $3 for this piece.

2449. Dollar, 1948. Very Choice Uncirculated. A really beautiful 


example of this scarce, low mintage issue with fully 
prooflike surfaces and superb, light reddish-gold toning. 
The surfaces are very clean with only a few relatively 
minor contact marks that are almost completely hidden by 
the beautiful toning. Despite the low mintage, 
Uncirculated 1948 Dollars are generally available, but 
since most mint state pieces grade below Choice Uncir- 
culated, an example of this high quality must be consid- 
ered rare. One could spend a long time searching for a 
comparable example and still come up empty handed. JJP 
loved this date, and this example was the finest business 
strike that he was ever able to find.

The 1948 is the rarest date of any regular issue Canadian silver 
Dollar. (When varieties are considered, however, the 1947 Pointed 7 
is more rare than the 1948.) Only 18,780 pieces were minted for cir- 
culation plus an unknown, but undoubtedly small, number of 
Specimens. Some have estimated that as many as a few hundred 
Specimens were struck, but this number seems excessively high to me 
based upon the actual number extant today. (More than likely, many 
of this number were really high quality business strikes, some of 
which are sufficiently prooflike to give the appearance of being 
Specimens.) I think that it is more reasonable that the Specimen 
mintage was considerably fewer than 100 pieces, probably on the 
order of 50-60. Although Specimen 1948 Dollars are available with 
some regularity (quite a few are/were contained in the Pittman 
Collection), high quality pieces such as this are very rare. 








Dollar, 1948. Uncirculated, nearly in the Choice category. 
Sharply struck; fully brilliant and prooflike with just a 
trace of light golden toning.

2453. Dollar, 1949. Gem Specimen. Lightly lacquered at the 
Mint to preserve its full original brilliance and surface 
quality, a goal that obviously has been met. Deep mir- 
ror fields, a sharp, square edge and lightly frosted 
devices. Signs of extensive polishing of the dies are 
clearly evident on the reverse. There are a few light 
obverse hairlines, but most likely these are restricted to 
the lacquer and would be removed if the lacquer were 
removed. Many prooflike 1949 Dollars are offered as 
Specimens when they are really just first strike mint 
state pieces; this coin, however, is the “real deal” and 
should be referred to as a true Proof. (That distinction 
is made in the Charlton catalogue and ICCS, the 
Canadian grading service, also makes a similar dis- 
tinction.) Obtained by JJP directly from the Royal 
Canadian Mint in 1949, this coin is in its original case, 
a small, square burgundy case with a gold crest. 

Because so many prooflike 1949 Dollars incorrectly have been 
called Specimens, the rarity of true Specimen Dollars such as this 
has largely been unappreciated. A 1949 Specimen (or “Proof” as 
JJP and virtually everyone else called them at the time) Dollar is a 
major rarity, more rare than the Specimens of 1945, 1946, 1947 
Maple Leaf, 1948 and any of the issues from 1950 to 1952. It is 
more or less on a par with the Specimens of 1947 Blunt 7 and 1947 
Pointed 7. Among the George VI Specimen Dollar issues, only the 
1938 and 1950 Arnprior are more rare. At most 15-20 “Charlton 
Proof” 1949 Dollars are known, many of them mishandled, and 
only a few are as nice as this one.

Dollar, 1950. Normal Waterlines. Gem Specimen. A virtu- 
ally flawless example of this scarce Specimen with deep 
mirror fields, a sharp, square edge and light golden toning. 
Obtained directly from the Royal Canadian Mint in the 
year of issue. Very scarce, but more common than any of 
the Specimen Dollars from 1945 to 1949. The estimated 
mintage was in the range of 200-300 pieces. 


A pair of early Elizabeth II silver Dollars. The first is 1953 
Shoulder Fold, Gem Specimen. The second is 1954, Gem 
Uncirculated, fully prooflike, from a Prooflike set of the 
year. Both coins are fully brilliant and nearly flawless. 
Two pieces. 

There is often a difference of opinion over the minting status of a 
given 1953 Dollar; this same controversy carries over to the sets of that 
year generally. This difference of opinion is centered on whether a partic- 
ular coin is a Specimen or merely Prooflike, and admittedly it can be dif- 
ficult to tell the two apart. Comparing these two coins closely, however, 
clearly shows the difference between a Specimen and a Prooflike striking. 
(Although the P/L in this case is a 1954, the same observations apply.) 
The difference is most easily noticeable in the striking characteristics evi- 
dent on Queen Elizabeth's hair and neck and on the tree and canoe on the 
reverse. Notice the granularity on the P/L 1954 as opposed to the 
Specimen 1953. One will note the same granular characteristic on the 
Prooflike Elizabeth II Dollars in the preceding lots. Specimens do not 
have this characteristic. Also, the fields of the Specimens are more deeply 
mirrorlike and the devices are more frosted and contrast more distinctly 
with the fields than they do on the Prooflike issues. Actually, Specimens 
of 1953, although not rare, are more scarce than generally believed 
because of the confusion between Specimen and Prooflike issues. (This 
confusion does not exist with respect to the later issues of the 1950's 
because Specimens were not minted, just Prooflikes for the collector sets.)

Lustrous and semi-prooflike with beautiful, natural, warm 
reddish-gold toning. Not one of the Prooflikes from the 
Prooflike sets of this year and, as such, very scarce, partic- 
ularly in this high grade.

C Sovereigns were struck as Specimens; none were 
intended for general circulation.

The 1913-C is a 
very scarce issue, second in rarity to the 1916-C among all 
Canadian sovereigns. Most known examples are rather 
low grade and, in mint state, the 1913-C is quite rare. 
Purchased from a Spink sale in 1956 for $155, the high 
price reflecting the feeling at that time that this date in 
particular, and Canadian sovereigns in general, were all 
very rare. Canadian sovereigns were much more respect- 
ed and revered for their rarity 40 years ago than they are 
today, and the prices that JJP paid for his sovereigns gen- 
erally were well in excess of what he was paying for other, 
more rare coins at the time.

Ten Dollars, 1914. FR-3. Choice Uncirculated. A beautiful 
example of a Canadian Ten Dollar gold piece. It is sharply 
struck with full mint luster, beautiful, light orange gold ton- 
ing and minimal marks. The obverse is satiny, the reverse 
semi-prooflike. The surfaces of the coin are generally very 
clean with only a few light handling marks. Purchased from 
Garland C. Hughes in December 1957 for $50. 

Although none of the Canadian Five Dollar and Ten Dollar issues are 
especially rare as dates (the 1914 Five Dollars comes the closest), with- 
out exception, they are all difficult to find in Choice Uncirculated and 
finer condition. Most known examples are either well circulated, “slid- 
ers” or, at best, minimal Uncirculated quality. The larger Ten Dollar 
gold pieces are particularly rare in high grade and that is why a coin of 
this quality is noteworthy. 


Ten Dollars, 1914. FR-3. Uncirculated, nearly in the 
Choice category. Another example of this date and denom- 
ination that is much better than generally encountered. It 
is sharply struck with highly lustrous, satiny surfaces, 
beautiful, light orange gold toning, and a relatively mini- 
mal number of marks, none especially serious. Purchased 
from Edward Rice in May 1952 for $32.50.

each of the One Cent, 5 Cents, 10 Cents and 20 Cents. 
Housed in the original maroon leather case of issue and, 
as such, of extreme rarity since it is estimated that no more 
than 5 such complete double sets still exist. All of these 
coins were struck at the Royal London Mint; complete sets 
of four coins and double sets of eight coins were issued 
only for sample and presentation purposes and were not 
generally available to the public. The eight coins in this set 
are fully described as follows: 


One Cent, 1858. Choice Specimen. Mostly original mint 
red and gold on the reverse, a combination of mint red and 
brown (especially on the portrait) on the obverse. Some 
very light carbon spots on both sides, nothing particularly 
serious. 


One Cent, 1858. Choice Specimen. Golden brown with 
traces of multicolored iridescence. Some minor carbon spots 
on both sides, but no marks, hairlines or other signs of mis- 
handling. 


5 Cents, 1858. Small Date, Plain Edge. Specimen, nearly in 
the Choice category. Dies aligned in the same direction, i.e. 
parallel to one another. Sharply struck with a square edge 
and full mirrorlike surfaces. Attractive, light blue and russet 
toning about the periphery. The reverse is quite choice, but 
the obverse is lightly hairlined. A fine die break runs from 
the base of the right side of the crown through the T to the 
top of the second 8 in the date. This same die break appears 
on the other 5 Cent piece in this set as well. 


. 5 Cents, 1858. Small Date, Plain Edge. Specimen. Dies 


aligned in the same direction. Light to moderate hairlines 
on both sides. Fully struck with mirrorlike fields and 


beautiful russet, violet and blue toning. Die break on the 
reverse as described in c. 


10 Cents, 1858. Plain Edge. Specimen. Dies aligned in the 
same direction. Fully struck with deep mirrorlike fields. 
Attractive, light to medium multicolored toning, more 
prominent at the borders than in the centers. Lightly hair- 
lined on both sides. Die break from rim, passing between D 
and E of DEI to the forehead of Victoria. Some flattening of 
the original high wire rim on the reverse from K-10 to K-11. 


10 Cents, 1858. Plain Edge. Specimen, nearly in the Choice 
category. Dies aligned in the same direction. Fully struck 
with deep mirror surfaces and attractive, peripheral toning. 
Light hairlines on both sides, but fewer in number and less 
severe in nature than on some of the other coins in this set. 
No serious problems and really quite attractive. This 10 
Cent piece does not have the die break described in e. 


. 20 Cents, 1858. Plain Edge. Specimen. Dies aligned in the 


same direction. Brilliant, deep mirror surfaces and a very 
sharp strike. Attractively toned about the periphery. Light 
to moderate hairlines on both sides as well as some minor 
handling marks on the reverse. 


. 20 Cents, 1858. Plain Edge. Specimen. Dies aligned in the 


same direction. A beautiful coin despite light to moderate 
hairlines on both sides. The coin is fully struck with deep 
mirrorlike surfaces and attractive, multicolored toning with 
shades of violet, blue green and reddish-gold. 

JJP was very proud of this set and displayed it on numerous occa- 
sions along with other treasures from his collection of Canadian coins. 
He displayed it for the last time at the 1991 ANA Centennial convention. 
JJP purchased this set from Spink in 1947.

2483. 1908 Specimen Set consisting of the One Cent, 5 Cents, 


10 Cents, 25 Cents and 50 Cents in original case of issue. 
All of the coins grade Choice Specimen or Very Choice 
Specimen. The One Cent piece is cloudy and a little dull 
from having been stored so long in the original plush 
case, but it does have very attractive, original mint red 
and greenish-gold color. The matte/satiny silver coins 





have the dark mottled toning that is characteristic of 
Specimens of this year which have been left in their case 
for a long time. All of the coins have very good luster 
and minimal problems except for the 50 Cent piece 


which has a scratch in the field in front of the face and 
several marks on Edward’s beard. Purchased in 1953 
from Spink for $125. Five pieces. 

Reportedly, 1,000 1908 sets were issued to commemorate the open- 
ing of the Ottawa Mint and thus the beginning of actual coinage pro- 
duction in Canada rather than in England. Today, the sets, although 
certainly not rare, are definitely more scarce than the 1,000 mintage 
figure would indicate leading one to the possible conclusion that many 





of the sets were never distributed and were later melted or perhaps put 
into general circulation. At any rate, the number of complete, original 


sets still in existence is relatively small, certainly no more than 150- 
200 sets, and possibly not more than 100. 





ORIGINAL 1911 SPECIMEN SET IN CASE 





2484. 1911 Specimen Set in original case of issue. This set con- 
sists of five coins including One Cent, 5 Cents, 10 Cents, 
25 Cents and 50 Cents. All of the coins are high quality 
and grade Very Choice Specimen or Gem Specimen. The 
One Cent piece has been lightly lacquered to preserve its 
original color and is now medium reddish-gold with only 
a small area in the center of the obverse beginning to turn 
brown. The silver coins are perfectly matched and deeply 
toned in the multicolored shades that are characteristic of 
Specimens of this issue, especially those left for long peri- 
ods of time in their original cases. The coins in this set are 
distinctly higher quality than one usually finds, even in 
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original sets. Like the 1908 issue, a reported 1,000 
Specimen sets were minted in 1911; they were issued in 
commemoration of the new King, George V. Although 
available for sale to the general public, as was the case 
with the 1908 set, apparently many of the 1911 issue did 
not sell since original sets, and even the individual denom- 
inations, are considerably more rare than the 1,000 
mintage figure would indicate. Unsold sets may have been 
melted or, since circulated Specimens are seen from time to 
time, it is possible that the unsold portion of the Specimen 
mintage was put into circulation. Purchased by JJP from 
Barney Bluestone’s 98th sale in 1947, Lot 248, for $7.75.

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2484a. A pair of empty 1911 Specimen set cases listed in Charlton 


as No. 7 and No. 7a. Case No. 7 is a large double row case 
designed to hold all of the 1911 coins from One Cent to the 
silver Dollar as well as the sovereign, Five Dollar, and Ten 
Dollar gold coins. (Of course, the Five Dollar and Ten 
Dollar gold coins were not struck (in 1911) and only two sil- 
ver Dollars were struck as patterns.) Case 7a consists of a 


single row for all of the coins from One Cent to One Dollar. 
Both cases are red leather and have gold lettering 
“Specimen Coins/Silver and Bronze/Ottawa Mint/1911". 
These are both rare cases since most of the known cases for 
1911 sets (cf. the preceding lot) were designed only for the 
coins that were actually issued, namely the denominations 
from One Cent to 50 Cents. Two cases.

2485. 1934 Specimen Set consisting of the One Cent, 5 Cents, 


10 Cents, 25 Cents and 50 Cents. This is an original 
Specimen set acquired by JJP from Spink in the late 
1940’s. At the time he purchased the set, the coins were 
all essentially flawless and “as struck”. However, when 
JJP’s home was robbed on April 10, 1964, this set was 
one of the items taken in the robbery. A few months later 
the coins were returned to JJP in an unmarked envelope, 
but unfortunately the coins were loose in the envelope 
and, therefore, knocked against each other. As a result, 
some of the coins acquired some contact marks. In most 
cases, the marks are fairly minor, but the 10 Cent piece 
was a more significant casualty, receiving some promi- 
nent marks in the obverse field. The coin has also 
acquired a dark spot on the crown over the years. All of 
the coins have been lightly lacquered and the lacquer 
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has preserved the Cent’s original mint red color. It was 
undamaged in the robbery and is a solid Gem. The 50 
Cent piece is also a Gem, although it does have a few 
minor marks on the reverse from contact with other 
coins. The 25 Cent piece is Very Choice with just a few 
minuscule marks and the 5 Cent piece is a Choice 
Specimen with an abrasion behind George’s head. 

All of the Specimen coins of 1934 are very rare and it is unlikely 
that more than a dozen or so examples of any denomination were 
struck. Complete, original sets such as this are of the highest rarity 
and it is probable that no more than two or three such sets still exist. 
Even with so many exceptional and important items in the Pittman 
Collection of Canadian coins, this exceedingly rare 1934 Specimen 
set ranks as one of the most important and memorable. It is one of the 


many items in this sale that would be nearly impossible to duplicate 
at any price.

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2486. 1936 Specimen Set consisting of the “Dot” One Cent, 5 


Cents, “Dot” 10 Cents, “Dot” 25 Cents, 50 Cents and sil- 
ver Dollar. This set is one of the two greatest treasures of 
the Pittman Collection of World Coins (the Meiji 13 Proof 
Set of Japan being the other) and is undoubtedly the most 
important item in JJP’s magnificent collection of 
Canadian coins. In fact, this 1936 set is arguably the great- 
est item in all of Canadian numismatics, its only rival 
being the pattern 1911 Dollar which was sold by 
Paramount in Auction ’79 for $160,000, an auction record 
for a Canadian coin that still stands to this day. For more 
detailed information on the story and mystery behind the 
“Dot” coinage of 1936, the reader is referred to the com- 
mentary under Lot 1 of the first Pittman sale of October 
1997. Alternatively, much of that information is available 
in Guy R.L. Potter’s article which first appeared in a 1957 
Numismatic Scrapbook magazine issue and _ later 
appeared in the April 1962 issue of the Canadian 
Numismatic Association Journal. Six pieces. 


Following are the detailed descriptions of the individual items 
in this unique set: 


One Cent, 1936. Dot below date. Gem Specimen. Lightly 
lacquered at the Mint to preserve its original color and the 
quality of its surfaces. This objective has been achieved and 
the coin is basically “as struck” with all of its original mint 
red color intact. This piece is fully struck with a sharp, fully 
mirrored edge and bold design details. There are a few 
areas of minor discoloration in the lacquer, but no impair- 
ments to the actual surfaces of the coin. The fields have 
many fine raised die scratches resulting from extensive pol- 
ishing of the dies. This is by far the finest of three known 
examples and it could not be improved upon in any signif- 
icant respect. 


The three known 1936 “Dot” Cents are as follows: 


1. John Jay Pittman, the example offered here. Gem Specimen. 
Purchased by JJP from the widow of T. Roberts of Ottawa, 
Ontario, in 1954. Mr. Roberts was a former RCM employee 
who acquired the set while he was employed at the Mint. 

He had passed away in December 1951. 

2. John Jay Pittman, the example offered in Lot 2148. Specimen 

(my opinion), nearly in the Choice category, or Uncirculated, 
a mint red business strike (the opinion of JJP, Jim Charlton 
and some other experts). Charlton 1961 CNA sale, 

Lot 2054; Harvey Brubacher; Guy R.L. Potter sale, 1955; 
Maurice LaFortune. 

3. Prominent Canadian numismatist; John Jay Pittman Collection 
Sale, Part One, Lot 1, where it realized $121,000. Obtained by 
JJP from Maurice LaFortune in 1951 as part of a complete 
Specimen set of 1936 that contained the three “Dot” denomina- 
tions. Stolen from JJP in 1964, but later returned unharmed. 
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b. 5 Cents, 1936. Gem Specimen despite a few minor marks 


on the obverse. Brilliant mirror edge. Just a hint of light 
golden toning. Numerous light die scratches (as made) in 
the fields from extensive die polishing. This is the least high 
quality coin of the six coins in the set, but it is still a full Gem 
and a great rarity. 


10 Cents, 1936. Dot below wreath. Gem Specimen. Superb; 
indeed, essentially flawless and “as struck”. Fully struck 
with perfect matte/satiny surfaces and a sharp, square 
edge. Unlike the Cent, this piece was not lacquered at the 
Mint (nor were the other silver coins), and thus over the 
years it has acquired magnificent original toning, a blend of 
medium blue, violet and russet. There is a tiny imperfection, 
seemingly as made, on the obverse rim above GRA that 
detracts little, if any, from either the quality or the value of 
this coin. There is some minor irregularity in the obverse 
toning, but the actual surface of the coin has not been affect- 
ed in any way and the overall quality of the coin is virtual- 
ly unimprovable. 


There are four known 10 Cent pieces, all Specimens, as follows: 

1. John Jay Pittman, the example offered here. Gem Specimen. 
Acquired from the widow of T. Roberts in 1954. 

2. Private Canadian collector. John Jay Pittman Collection Sale, 
Part One, Lot 15, where it realized $132,000. Obtained from 
Maurice LaFortune, another former RCM employee, in the 
Fall of 1951. 

3. An example in the Bank of Canada Collection. 

4. A duplicate in the Bank of Canada Collection. 


. 25 Cents, 1936. Dot below wreath. Gem Specimen. A 


remarkable coin of absolute perfection and almost inde- 
scribable beauty. The strike is full and the edge is sharp and 
square; the matte/satiny surfaces are pristine and flawless 
in every respect. The toning is uniform and supremely 
beautiful with medium to deep shades of golden russet, 
blue and violet. Some light die scratches from die polishing 
are evident under the toning. No finer George V Specimen 
25 Cent piece of any date could possibly exist. 

Unlike the One Cent and 10 Cent “Dot” pieces, the “Dot” version 
of the 25 Cent piece was also issued in the business strike format and 
released into general circulation. As a result, a large number of pieces 
are known in circulated grades as well as a small number of mint state 
examples, including one offered earlier in this Pittman Collection Sale. 
However, as a Specimen, it appears that only four pieces were struck, the 
same number as apparently were minted of the One Cent and 10 Cent 
pieces. All four of the 10 Cent pieces are accounted for as well as all four 
of the 25 Cent pieces. At the present time, only three of the One Cent 
pieces are known with certainty (all in the Pittman Collection), but 
there have been long standing rumours of a fourth example, although it 
has never been seen or authenticated by current specialists in the field. 
Of the four known Specimens of the 25 Cent piece, two are impounded 
in the Bank of Canada Collection, as is the case with the 10 Cent piece. 
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e. 50 Cents, 1936. Gem Specimen. Equal in every way to the 25 
Cent piece, i.e. essentially perfect in all respects and having 
superb, medium multicolored toning, the same golden russet, 
violet and blue of the other silver coins in the set. This coin is 
sharply struck with a square edge and lustrous, matte/satiny 
surfaces that are literally perfect and without flaw. It is difficult, 
if not impossible, to overstate the quality, and especially the 
beauty, of this particular coin. It is similar in quality to the 
remarkable 1934 Specimen 50 Cent piece offered earlier, and this 
1936 has the added bonus of its magnificent multicolored toning 
since it was not lacquered at the Mint as was the usual practice 
with Specimens. The number of Specimens known of this date 
is extremely small, certainly fewer than 5 pieces, putting it in the 
same rarity category as the 1932 Specimen 50 Cents also offered 
earlier in this sale. Since it does not have the desirable “Dot” fea- 
ture and since it is not a rare issue as a business strike, the 1936 
50 Cent piece does not command the same level of respect and 
value as the “Dot” coins in this set. However, it is actually in the 
same rarity class and it may well be the case that only four 
Specimens of this denomination were struck to match the num- 
ber struck of most of the other denominations in this set. 


in the letters are slightly in error as we now know, but the important infor- 
mation is correct and very interesting.) 


The first letter in our story reads as follows: 

“T called Maurice LaFortune this evening and was fortunate to catch him at 
home. I had a very interesting talk with him. I was surprised to learn that he did 
sell a 1936 dot cent and dot dime to Pittman last fall. So you were right. 
Incidentally, the price for the pair was $250. Maurice did not ask me not to pass 
the information on, but I believe he would wish it to be kept confidential. So 
Pittman now has the complete set. I will certainly speak to Guy Potter at the first 
suitable opportunity. 

However, Maurice is not out of dot coins. He also told me that the mint had 
two dot dimes and before he left he asked and obtained permission, to purchase 
it (the spare specimen), for 10 cents I presume. As far as the mint was concerned, 
it was just another dime. He also still has an uncirculated dot cent which he 
intended to keep for himself. But he finds that the contracting business takes 
capital and there is a chance that he could be persuaded to part with the pair. He 
is sorry now that he sold the pair to Pittman so cheaply. He feels that these coins 
will command a very high price in the future. He said that if he decides to sell 
this last pair he will not let them go for less than $500. He has promised to let 
me know in two or three days whether the pair is for sale. If he is willing to sell, 
do you want this set for $500 or do you think we should make further inquiries 
about the other set here in town? I will await your reply before doing anything 
further.” 


Ferguson responded to Carroll on April 8, 1953. 

“T realize that I should give you a rush answer on the question of the dot 
coins. Presumably Maurice LaFortune also has a 25 cent dot coin. If so, for the 
three pieces I would be willing to give $500.00 and I would be thrilled to have 
them. Personally, I think this is a high figure, but Iam so anxious to secure them 
that I would be willing to give that amount. If you can’t get them from Maurice, 
would you be willing to contact the person in Ottawa to see if they would sell 
me the set for this amount (or less). I think it would be fair to now mention to 
them that Mr. Pittman has one set, and if you wish, you could mention that this 
set would be for me since I think that they will remember me, and I believe I 
made a favorable impression on them, although I made no offer to buy. I had a 
very pleasant visit with them, including the family. If either are interested, let 
me know and I will send the checque at once either made out to them or to you 
whichever you prefer.” 


f. Dollar, 1936. Gem Specimen. In terms of both quality and 
overall appearance, this is a perfect and fitting match to the 
other silver coins in the set. It is basically a flawless, unimprov- 
able coin with superb toning in the same shades of the other sil- 
ver coins, although the golden russet tones are slightly more 
prominent on this Dollar than they are on the other pieces. The 
strike is absolutely full and the lustrous, matte/satiny surfaces 
show evidence of die polishing, but no marks, hairlines or other 
impairments whatsoever. Most of the estimated 25-30 
Specimen Dollars that were struck in 1936 were immediately 
lacquered at the Mint to maintain their original luster and bril- 
liance. This piece was not lacquered, however, and it has bene- 
fited as a result since it has acquired such fabulous toning. 
Perhaps another 1936 Dollar of equal technical quality exists (a 
few have been slabbed at very high levels), but it is doubtful if 
any other example could exceed or even match this one in 
terms of overall beauty and eye appeal. 


Carroll responds to Ferguson on April 10, 1953. 

“Your letter of April 8th arrived yesterday. I saw Maurice LaFortune last 
night at a meeting of our Executive which was held at his home. I found an 
opportunity to tell him of your offer which he declined. He still wants $500 for 
his dot dime alone, I hope to see Mrs. Taylor (sic) soon about the set she has.” 


Ferguson replies to Carroll on April 14, 1953. 

“Maurice has certainly gone out of his head in valuing the 10 cent piece as he 
does now. The figure that was first discussed of $500 for the set, is, I think, high 
and is certainly the maximum that I would consider paying. Thanks for the grand 


The story of JJP’s eventual acquisition of this set in 1954 from Mrs. T. work in trying to get these for me. I hope that the other set will materialize.” 


Roberts, the widow of a former RCM employee who had obtained the set while Finally Caroll responds to Ferpuson on April 18, 1958. 


working at the Mint and who died in December 1951, is a most interesting 
one and involves a certain amount of intrigue. JJP was a friend of the Roberts 
family and in the summer of 1951, six months before Roberts’ death, J]P vis- 
ited him and purchased from him a great many coins that Roberts had 
acquired over the years while at the Mint. JJP bought many at face value, cer- 
tain other coins, including some Specimens, at a slight premium. Despite the 
favorable prices, this transaction amounted to a substantial purchase on the 
part of JJP and it put him in very good stead with the Roberts family. At the 
time of his visit in 1951, he saw for the first time this 1936 “Dot” set in their 
possession and, although they did not wish to sell at that time, he made a note 
to keep in touch with the family over the years. After Roberts died in 
December, JJP contacted the widow, and several years later (1954) was suc- 
cessful in purchasing the set along with the balance of the numismatic items 
in her possession, not really a collection as such, but rather an accumulation 
of coins that Mr. Roberts had acquired during his days at the Mint. 
Purchasing such a large number of coins from Mrs. Roberts, J]P had some 
flexibility as to his allocation of cost, and in his ledger, he allocated a cost of 
$250 to this set. However, Mrs. Roberts, apparently on the advice of others, 
valued this set at twice or more that amount, although Mrs. Roberts and JJP 
obviously agreed to the price of the “collection” as a whole. 

Some letters in JJP’s files make for an interesting story about the attempts 
of several parties to obtain this set from Mrs. Roberts. The correspondence is 
between Sheldon S. Carroll and J. Douglas Ferguson, both prominent 
Canadian collectors of the day as well as active members of the CNA. The first 
letter is from Carroll to Ferguson dated April 1, 1953. (Some of the comments 
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“This week I had a nice visit with Mrs. Roberts about the dot coins but I’m 
afraid I didn’t make much progress. She says that she won’t consider selling the 
dot coins unless the whole collection goes with them. She realizes that they are 
the only choice part of the collection and if she let them go she would probably 
get stuck with the balance indefinitely. I believe that she is in quite comfortable 
financial circumstances so she is in no particular hurry to sell. She said that she 
had been told (she didn’t say who) that the dot set was worth between $500 and 
$1000. John Pittman was in town this week. He didn’t mention calling on Mrs. 
Roberts and I didn’t like to ask him.” 


JJP wins again! He was the successful purchaser of the set from Mrs. 
Roberts the following year along with the balance of the coins in the Roberts 
“collection”. He subsequently purchased the other “uncirculated dot cent” 
mentioned in Carroll's letter of April 1st at Jim Charlton's CNA sale in 1961. 
The two 10 cent pieces mentioned in that letter are now in the Bank of Canada 
Collection. As another word of explanation, in the first letter Carroll mentions 
that LaFortune had sold the “Dot” cent and “Dot” dime to Pittman “last fall” 
which would have been the Fall of 1952. Actually, Pittman first contracted to 
purchase the coins in the Fall of 1951, but took nearly a year to pay for them. 
Also, although the price for the pair may have been set at $250 between them, 
JJP actually purchased an entire 1936 “Dot” set from LaFortune for $400, 
meaning that the other four coins in the set were obtained for $150. 

This is the history of the 1936 “Dot” coinage as I know it. Now with the 
sale of this set, either as individual coins or as a complete set, another chapter 
in the history of these famous coins is about to be written.

2487. 1937 Specimen Set consisting of six coins from One Cent 


to One Dollar. The coins in this original set are the rare 
mirror finish variety as opposed to the typically seen 
matte finish variety. All of the coins are Gems with the sil- 
ver coins especially beautiful. The 10 Cent piece has medi- 
um multicolored toning on the reverse and partial toning 
on the obverse while the 25 Cent and 50 Cent pieces have 
beautiful peripheral toning. The silver Dollar has medium 
to deep multicolored blue and violet toning and is 


extremely attractive. The One Cent is full red and both it 
and the nickel 5 Cent piece are free of spots and have light 
golden toning. Of the 1,295 Specimen sets minted in 1937 
to commemorate the coronation of King George VI, most 
were of the matte variety which were issued in red card- 
board cases. The mirror finish sets constituted only 
approximately 10%-15% of the issue and were issued in 
red leather cases and also in the cardboard cases. Six 
pieces. 





2488. 1937 Specimen Set consisting of six pieces from One Cent 


to One Dollar. This is the more common matte set and it 
is housed in its original red cardboard case of issue. All of 
the coins are Gems and the silver coins have beautiful, 
medium multicolored toning in shades of blue, greenish- 
gold, russet and violet. The 5 Cent piece has light golden 
toning and the One Cent is full mint red. Both are free of 
spots. A reported 1,295 Specimen sets were struck in 1937, 
most of them this matte surface variety. Over the years, 
many sets have not been handled properly, however, and 
it is uncommon to find a set of this superb quality. All of 
the coins are virtually “as struck” except for the 10 Cent 
piece which has one very faint hairline on the cheek that is 
not significant enough to keep it from the Gem category.

2489. 1937 Specimen Set consisting of six coins from One Cent 


to silver Dollar. All of the coins are Gem Specimen and 
are of the matte surface variety. The One Cent has a 90% 
red obverse and a deep brown reverse. The 5 Cent piece 
has light golden toning and all four silver coins have 
beautiful, mottled, medium multicolored toning. This is a 
second very high quality matte set with all the coins 
essentially “as struck” except for the addition of the ton- 
ing. Housed in its original case of issue, i.e. a flat, red card- 
board box.

2490. 1944 Specimen Set consisting of five coins from One 
Cent to 50 Cents. All of the coins have light to medium 
lacquer, possibly done by JJP himself since this does not 
look like Mint quality lacquering to me. (JJP loved the 
look of lacquered coins and over the years perfected his 
own system which, at its best, was at least the equal of 
the lacquering done at the Mint, if not actually superi- 
or. Perhaps this was one of his early efforts.) The One 
Cent and 5 Cent pieces are both Gems and are spot free; 
the Cent is full mint red. The three silver coins are 
Choice Specimen or Very Choice Specimen and have 
slightly varying degrees of light hairlines. The 50 Cent 
piece is the highest quality coin of the three, although 
the lacquer has begun to yellow to a noticeable degree. 
Five pieces. 

The 1944 Specimen set is the rarest such set of King George VI, 
slightly more rare than the 1938 set which, of course, includes the 
Dollar, none of which were minted in 1944. The Krause-Mishler 
Standard Catalogue of World Coins indicates that only three 
Specimen sets were struck in 1944. This, however, is not an accurate 
number, and the set, although certainly extremely rare, is most defi- 
nitely not that rare. Perhaps the 3 or 4 mintage figure, often quoted 
by cataloguers, represents the number of sets actually issued as sets, 
but apparently additional Specimens of the individual denominations 
were also struck so a small number of additional sets could have been 
assembled. In my opinion, the number of complete sets in existence is 
probably on the order of 8-10, which would reflect the number of 
Specimens struck of the three silver denominations since significant- 
ly greater quantities of Specimen One Cent and 5 Cent pieces were 
also minted. 
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1946 SPECIMEN SET 





2491. 1946 Specimen Set consisting of six coins from One Cent 
to silver Dollar. The One Cent and 5 Cent pieces are both 
Gem Specimens and the four silver coins are Choice 
Specimen or Very Choice Specimen. All of the coins have 
been lightly lacquered. The One Cent has a 90% red 
reverse and a deep brown, violet and gold obverse. All of 
the silver coins have light hairlines, some of which may be 
only in the lacquer and thus removable. The 50 Cent piece 
has light hairlines and discoloration over GEO in the 
obverse legend. Six pieces. 

The Royal Canadian Mint did not keep exact mintage records of the 
number of Specimen sets struck in 1946 or any other year. Estimates 
vary widely and KM places the number as low as 15 sets, a figure most 
cataloguers use when describing a 1946 Specimen set. However, this 
mintage figure does not accurately reflect the number of 1946 sets in 
existence, although, it might possibly be accurate in terms of the num- 
ber of sets issued as sets. Nevertheless, additional quantities of 
Specimens were minted of all denominations and so other sets exist 
which were assembled outside the Mint, and the number of sets possible 
(based upon the number of silver coins struck) is probably more likely in 
the range of 50-60 sets. 


2492. Partial 1946 Specimen Set missing only the 50 Cent piece. 
All of the coins are lightly lacquered and have full bril- 
liance, although in the case of the 10 Cent piece, the lac- 
quer is beginning to yellow slightly around the rims of the 
coin. The One Cent and 5 Cents are both spot-free Gems, 
the One Cent full mint red. The 10 Cent piece is lightly 
hairlined and the 25 Cent piece is Very Choice Specimen, 
nearly in the Gem category. The most valuable coin in the 
set, of course, is the silver Dollar and the piece here is 
Choice Specimen, kept from a possibly higher grade only 
by a few light hairlines in the obverse field. Five pieces. 
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VERY RARE 1947 SPECIMEN SET WITH BLUNT 7 DOLLAR 





2493. 1947 Specimen Set consisting of six pieces including One 


Cent, 5 Cents, 10 Cents, 25 Cents, 50 Cents with Straight 
7 and silver Dollar with Blunt 7. All of the coins have 
been lightly lacquered and are fully brilliant, the Cent full 
mint red. The One Cent and 5 Cent pieces are both Gems 
whereas the four silver coins are Choice Specimen or Very 
Choice Specimen. The very rare silver Dollar is Choice 
Specimen with light hairlines on both sides. This set, 
along with many other Specimen single coins and sets 
from this period, was purchased from Maurice LaFortune 
for a total price of $220. Since the purchase consisted of a 


couple hundred pieces, most of the coins were obtained at 
just a small premium over face value. Six pieces. 

In 1947, Specimen sets were issued in several varieties with respect 
to both the 50 Cent pieces and the silver Dollars. The 50 Cent pieces 
were minted with either a Straight 7 or Curved 7 in the date while all 
three varieties of 1947 Dollars (Blunt 7, Pointed 7 and Maple Leaf) were 
issued as Specimens. The Maple Leaf sets are by far the most common 
and both the Blunt 7 and Pointed 7 Dollar sets are very rare. The set 
offered here with the Blunt 7 is the rarest of the three varieties and it is 
my estimate that only 12-15 such sets were issued compared to perhaps 
15-20 of the Pointed 7 Dollar set and as many as 50-60 sets with the 
Maple Leaf Dollar. 


VERY RARE 1947 SPECIMEN SET WITH POINTED 7 DOLLAR 


2494. 1947 Specimen Set consisting of One Cent, 5 Cents, 10 


Cents, 25 Cents, 50 Cents with Curved 7 and silver Dollar 
with Pointed 7. All of the coins are lightly lacquered and 
fully brilliant, the Cent full mint red. The One Cent and 5 
Cent pieces are both Gems as is the all-important Pointed 
7 Dollar. The Curved 7 50 Cent piece is Very Choice 
Specimen with a few faint hairlines. The 25 Cent piece is a 
Choice Specimen and the 10 Cent piece falls just short of 
that category; both have light to moderate hairlines. 
Obtained in the Fall of 1952 as part of the large transaction 


with Maurice LaFortune described earlier. Six pieces. 

This is the second rarest variety of the three Specimen sets of 1947, 
just slightly less rare than the Specimen sets with the Blunt 7 Dollar 
and significantly more rare than the often seen Maple Leaf sets. The 
1947 Specimen set with Pointed 7 Dollar is also more rare than the 
famous 1948 set, and although the exact mintage is unknown, it is 
probably the case that no more than 15-20 1947 Specimen sets were 
struck with the Pointed 7 Dollar. JJP had only one Blunt 7 set (the one 
offered in the preceding lot), and he had just two Pointed 7 sets, the 
other offered as Lot 65 in Part One. This is the finer of the two Pointed 
7 sets in his collection. 
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2495. Partial 1947 Specimen Set consisting of 5 Cents, 10 Cents, 


25 Cents and 50 Cents with Curved 7. All of the coins have 
been lightly lacquered and are fully brilliant, although the 
50 Cent piece is a little cloudy. The 5 Cent piece is nearly in 
the Gem category, but the three silver coins grade Choice 
Specimen or slightly less and all have light to moderate 
hairlines. Four pieces.

2496. 1947 Maple Leaf Specimen Set consisting of six coins 


from One Cent to silver Dollar. All of the coins have been 
lightly lacquered and are fully brilliant, the Cent full mint 
red. The 50 Cent piece is the rare Curved 7 variety as are 
all (my opinion) Specimen Maple Leaf 50 Cent pieces. With 
the exception of the One Cent piece, which has some light 
obverse hairlines, all of the coins are Gem quality. The 
Dollar is one of the nicest in existence and the original wire 
rim has not been filed at the Mint as is the case with many 
known examples. The surfaces of the 50 Cent piece have 
more light die striations from extensive die polishing than 
the other pieces. There are also a few tiny tarnish spots on 
the obverse, possibly restricted to the lacquer. This is a well 
above average quality set and, in fact, with the exception 
of the Cent, could not be improved upon to any meaning- 
ful degree. Of the three varieties of Specimen sets of this 
year, the 1947 Maple Leaf is the most common, but by any 
objective standard it still must be considered rare since 
only an estimated 50-60 sets were minted.

1947 Maple Leaf Specimen Set consisting of six coins from 
One Cent to One Dollar. All of the coins have been lightly 
lacquered and are fully brilliant with the exception of the 
silver Dollar which has not been lacquered and has light 
reddish-gold peripheral toning. The five coins from One 
Cent to 50 Cents are all Gem quality with the Curved 7 
50 Cent piece having the lightly striated and thus less mir- 
rorlike surfaces seen on all Specimens of this variety. The 
silver Dollar is Choice Specimen with a few light hairlines 
in the fields; the rim has been filed to remove the wire rim 
that undoubtedly occurred at the time of striking. A rare 
and popular set, one of 50-60 sets estimated to have been 
minted.

2499. 1948 Specimen Set consisting of six coins from One Cent 


to One Dollar. All of the coins have been lightly lacquered 
and are fully brilliant, the Cent full mint red. The coins 
range from Choice Specimen to Gem Specimen. The 10 
Cent piece has a reverse edge nick at K-4. The 50 Cent 
piece has some light vertical scrapes in the center of the 
obverse that appear on many, if not most, Specimen 50 
Cents pieces of this date. They probably occurred at the 
Mint at the time of striking or immediately thereafter. The 
Dollar is a well above average example of a Specimen of 
this date and is Very Choice Specimen; it is kept from the 
Gem category only by a few very minor hairlines on the 
obverse. The reverse is essentially “as struck”. Acquired as 


part of a large transaction with Maurice LaFortune in 
October 1952 which consisted of a couple of hundred 
Specimen coins and sets which JJP purchased for a total of 
$220. Six pieces. 

This is undoubtedly the most popular of the Specimen sets from 
1945-1952 because of the rarity and desirability as business strikes of the 
four silver denominations. Krause and Mishler’s Standard Catalog of 
World Coins estimates a mintage of 30 Specimen sets in 1948 and, 
based upon the number of sets around, as well as the 1948's apparent rar- 
ity in relation to other Specimen sets of the era, that number seems about 
right. The 1948 set is certainly more rare than the 1945, 1946 and 1947 
Maple Leaf sets, but does not seem to be nearly as rare as the 1947 
Pointed 7, 1947 Blunt 7 or 1949 Specimen sets.

2500. Partial 1948 Specimen Set consisting of One Cent to One 


Dollar, missing only the 25 Cent piece. All of the coins are 
lightly lacquered and Gem quality. The Cent is spotless, 
subdued mint red turning to brown. The 50 Cents has just 
a trace of the obverse scrape described in the preceding lot, 
although on this coin it is much less obvious. The Dollar is 
a beauty, distinctly better than most Specimen 1948 Dollars 
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in existence. It is very similar in overall appearance and 
quality to the Maple Leaf Dollar in the first 1947 Maple 
Leaf Specimen Set offered here.

2501. 1949 Specimen Set consisting of six coins from One Cent to 


One Dollar. All of the coins have been lightly lacquered at 
the Mint and all have their full original mint brilliance and 
color. The Dollar is the type that the Charlton catalogue 
refers to as “Proof” (a designation with which I agree entire- 
ly) and it is a Gem of the highest order. It is virtually “as 
struck” and is undoubtedly one of the finest examples 
known of this rare issue. The other coins in the set are also 
superb and basically flawless with the exception of the One 
Cent piece which has a tiny obverse rim nick. A finer set 
could not possibly exist and it is doubtful if more than a few 
others come close to matching this set in overall quality 
since each of the coins is essentially perfect with the sole 
exception of the edge nick on the Cent. This set was 
acquired by JJP directly from the Mint in the year of issue. 
Six pieces. 


Specimen sets of 1949 are among the rarest of the George VI type. 
They are more rare than the 1948 and 1947 Maple Leaf sets, and origi- 
nal sets are roughly on a par rarity-wise with the 1947 sets containing a 
Blunt 7 Dollar or Pointed 7 Dollar. Approximately 15-20 original 1949 
sets were struck (JJP’s estimate, KM concurs) and issued in red leather 
cases. However, additional quantities were struck of each of the individ- 
ual denominations (perhaps several hundred of the One Cent and 5 Cent 
pieces, smaller numbers of the 10, 25 and 50 Cent pieces, and even small- 
er quantities of the Dollar), and so other sets exist which were assembled 
outside the Mint. Dollars of a different quality from the “Charlton 
Proofs” could be purchased individually in single red cases directly from 
the Mint for $2 Canadian in quantities of 5 or more coins and $2.50 for 
a single coin. These coins were not like the Specimen (“Proof”) offered 
here, but rather were hand-picked, premium quality prooflike examples 
from the regular run of business strikes. Hundreds of these were sold by 
the Mint and JJP purchased several dozen such pieces. These are the kind 
of coins that are now commonly, but incorrectly, sold as Specimens. 


A SECOND 1949 SPECIMEN SET 
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2502. 1949 Specimen Set complete from One Cent to One 


Dollar. Similar in overall quality and appearance to the 
preceding set except that the Cent has beautiful, muted red 
and violet toning. All of the coins in the set were lightly 
lacquered at the Mint, the source from which JJP obtained 
the set in the year of issue. Each coin is a superb Gem 
Specimen with full original brilliance and essentially flaw- 
less surfaces. The Dollar is a “Charlton Proof” and is 
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equivalent in overall quality and beauty to the example in 
the preceding lot and thus one of the finest examples 
known. In fact, overall, this set is as fine as one could ever 
hope to acquire. Housed in its original red leather case of 
issue. Very rare, one of only 15-20 original sets issued. 
However, other sets may exist that were assembled from 
the additional individual Specimens of each denomination 
that were struck. Six pieces.

2503. 1949 Specimen Set consisting of six coins from One Cent 


to One Dollar. The One Cent and 5 Cents are both Gems 
and the four silver coins are Choice or Very Choice 
Specimen. The all-important Dollar is a very high quality 
“Charlton Proof” that is technically Very Choice, falling 
just short of the Gem category due to a few very faint hair- 
lines. The 10 Cent and 25 Cent pieces are both Choice 
Specimen or nearly so and are cloudy with light hairlines. 
The 50 Cent piece is very cloudy with beautiful light gold- 
en toning and is a Gem. The Cent, 5 Cents and Dollar have 
been lightly lacquered. The Dollar in this set is a real beau- 
ty and is very similar in appearance to the superb Gems in 
the two preceding lots, falling just short of their quality 
due to the aforementioned very light hairlines. This does 
not appear to be an original set, but rather an assembled 
one as described in the preceding lot. Purchased intact, 
however, by JJP from a Mr. Dumas in August 1964 for 
$750. Six pieces. 


2504. A partial 1949 Specimen Set consisting of the 5 Cents, 10 


Cents, 25 Cents and 50 Cents, and missing the One Cent 
and the silver Dollar. The coins are Very Choice Specimen 
or Gem Specimen and the three silver coins have beauti- 
ful, medium multicolored toning. The 5 Cent piece has 
filmy light golden toning. Four pieces.

2505. 1950 Specimen Set consisting of six coins from One Cent 


to One Dollar. The silver Dollar is the Normal Waterlines 
variety. All of the coins have been lightly lacquered and are 
nearly flawless Gem quality. They are fully brilliant (the 
Cent is full red) and all of the coins are free from impair- 
ments and essentially “as struck”. Superior to the beautiful 
set in Pittman I and also finer than just about any other 
1950 set ever offered for sale at public auction. Purchased 
by JJP directly from the Royal Canadian Mint in the year of 
issue and kept intact since that time. Six pieces. 

The Standard Catalog of World Coins by Krause and Mishler 
indicates a mintage of 12 Specimen sets in 1950. While that number 
may or may not be accurate with respect to the number of sets issued as 
sets, certainly many more sets exist that have been assembled from the 
additional examples of each individual denomination that were struck. 
JJP had at least 15-20 sets at one time, some original like this one, oth- 
ers assembled outside the Mint, before he proceeded to sell or trade many 
of them. Combining both original sets and assembled sets (it is not pos- 
sible to tell the difference between them), it seems likely to me that as 
many as 100-125 complete sets still exist, meaning, of course, that the 
1950 Specimen set is rare, but obviously not nearly as rare as the oft 
quoted mintage of “12” would indicate.

1950 Specimen Set consisting of six coins from One 
Cent to One Dollar. This set contains the so-called 
“Arnprior” Dollar which is very rare as a Specimen. All 
of the coins have been lightly lacquered at the Mint to 
retain their full original mint brilliance and color. This 
aim was achieved and all of the coins are fully brilliant 
with the Cent having all of its original mint red color. 
The coins are all superb quality Gems with the excep- 
tion of the 25 Cent piece which does have a few 
obverse hairlines that appear to be solely in the lac- 
quer; these probably would be removed if the lacquer 
itself were removed. The “Arnprior” Dollar is particu- 
larly superb and is basically flawless and “as struck”. 


This is an outstanding and very rare set, one of two in 
the Pittman Collection, the first of which was sold as Lot 
72 in Part One in October 1997. This set was obtained 
from Maurice LaFortune in October 1952 as part of a 
large transaction in which JJP acquired perhaps as many 
as several hundred Specimens of the late 1940’s and 
early 1950’s for a total price of $220. Six pieces. 

Most 1950 Specimen sets, whether original or assembled, contain 
the silver Dollar with Normal Waterlines. The number of 1950 
Specimen Dollars struck with the “Arnprior” feature is not known, 
but it is estimated that only 10-12 such Specimens are known today, 
few of which remain in complete, original sets like this one. 








1951 SPECIMEN SET WITH HIGH RELIEF 5 CENTS 
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2507. 1951 Specimen Set complete from One Cent to One 


Dollar including both the regular issue and commemora- 
tive 5 Cent pieces. The regular issue Beaver 5 Cents is the 
rare High Relief variety as is the 25 Cent piece. This is a set 
of exceptional quality overall with all of the coins solid 
Gems, most of them superb and flawless. All of them are 
lightly lacquered to preserve the quality of the surfaces 
and their full original brilliance and color. The silver Dollar 
has full waterlines as do all Specimen Dollars of this year. 
This beautiful, superb quality set was obtained from for- 
mer Mint employee, Maurice LaFortune, in October 1952. 
Seven pieces. 

As it does with the 1950 Specimen set, the KM catalogue states that 
only 12 1951 Specimen sets were issued. This may be accurate in terms 
of complete, original sets issued by the Mint as sets, but since all of the 
individual denominations were also struck in additional quantities, a 
substantial number of other sets have been assembled outside the Mint. 
(At one time, J]P owned more than a dozen Specimen sets of this date 
himself, six of which, three in Part One and three here in Part Three, have 
been or will be sold with his collection. Others were sold to various col- 
lectors of his acquaintance.) Today, the number of assembled and/or com- 
plete sets in existence must be in the range of 100-125 sets, although most 
contain the Low Relief nickel 5 Cent piece rather than the rare High Relief 
variety contained in this set. 











ANOTHER 1951 SPECIMEN SET 





2508. 1951 Specimen Set consisting of seven coins from One 


Cent to One Dollar including both 5 Cent pieces, namely, 
the High Relief regular issue and the commemorative 
issue. All of the coins in this superb, original set are light- 
ly lacquered and are of virtually flawless Gem quality. The 
Cent is full mint red and all of the other coins have all of 
their full original brilliance and color. The surfaces of each 
coin are superb and basically free of hairlines, marks, spots 


or impairments of any kind. I estimate that at most 100-125 
1951 Specimen sets exist, most of them having the Low 
Relief Beaver 5 Cent piece and Low Relief 25 Cent piece as 
opposed to the High Relief issues included with this set 
and the preceding set. Like many of the other Specimen 
sets here, this was part of the LaFortune purchase in 1952. 
Seven pieces.

2509. 1951 Specimen Set consisting of seven coins from One 


Cent to silver Dollar and containing both the regular issue 
and commemorative issue 5 Cent pieces. The Beaver 5 
Cents is the rare High Relief variety as is the 25 Cent piece. 
All of the coins have been lightly lacquered at the Mint and 
are fully brilliant, and the Cent retains all of its original 
mint red color. Quality-wise, all of the coins are Gems with 
the exception of the silver Dollar which falls just short of 
that category due to a very minor, semi-circular mark on 
the cheek. This is the third and last 1951 Specimen set 
offered here, and the sixth set to be offered in the Pittman 
Collection sales. Since all six of JJP’s sets offered here and 
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in Part One are original sets, purchased from Mint employ- 
ee, Maurice LaFortune, who acquired them in the year of 
issue, if the mintage figure of 12 original sets stated by KM 
is correct, this would mean, of course, that JJP owned half 
of the original mintage. (At one time, JJP had a number of 
additional sets as well, so maybe he had the entire 
mintage! Of course, this is not likely, although, with JJP 
one never knows.) However, it is probable that more sets 
were actually issued than the 12 reported in KM and, as 
mentioned, a substantial number of other sets were assem- 
bled outside the Mint from the additional Specimens of 
each denomination which were also struck.

The 
Cent is full mint red, the 5 Cent piece has some rust around 
the edge. The One Cent and One Dollar are Gems and the 
50 Cent piece is Very Choice Specimen. The other three 
coins are Choice Specimen or slightly lower quality (in the 
case of the 10 Cent piece) and have light to moderate hair- 
lines. The most important and valuable coin in the set, of 
course, is the silver Dollar and the example here is virtual 
perfection; a finer Specimen Dollar of this date could not 
possibly exist. This set was acquired from G.R.L. Potter in 
1953 for $12. Six pieces. 


Whereas the mintages of the Specimen sets of 1950 and 1951 are 
greatly understated, with the Krause and Mishler catalogue (and thus 
most cataloguers) noting that only 12 sets of each year were issued, in the 
case of the 1952 Specimen set, the mintage is greatly overstated. KM 
notes that 2,317 Specimen sets were minted, but this figure cannot possi- 
bly be correct since the 1952 set is actually at least as rare, if not slightly 
more so, as the 1950 and 1951. In my opinion, the mintage of 2,317 
includes the number of sets of hand-picked business strikes which were 
packaged and sold to collectors at a modest premium. (A number of such 
sets are offered later in this sale.) The number of true Specimen sets in 
existence, either those issued as complete, original sets or those subse- 
quently assembled outside the Mint, is probably in the range of 100-125 
sets at most, the majority of them assembled sets.

Specimen sets of this year are not as rare as those of the preceding 
years from 1945 to 1952. There are also a number of Prooflike sets known 
which are almost indistinguishable from the Specimen sets, although the 
Prooflike coins are not as well struck, especially in the centers, as the 
Specimens, and this is evident by a slight roughness or incompleteness 
in the hair and on the shoulder of the Prooflike coins. A few (15-20?) 
Specimen sets were issued in presentation cases like the set here, but 
most sets were sold without cases or were later assembled since 
Specimens of all of the individual denominations were available singly. 
The Specimen mintage of each of the individual denominations was prob- 
ably in the 300-500 range, although nowhere near that many complete 
sets exist today.

The silver coins are all the Shoulder Fold variety, the 50

are lightly toned. All of the coins are Gem quality with mir- 
ror fields that show ample evidence of die polishing, 
although this is less apparent on the silver Dollar than on 
the smaller denominations. Comparing this set closely to 
the preceding two Specimen sets quickly reveals why 
Specimen sets and Prooflike sets of this date have been so 
confused over the years. This Prooflike set looks very 
much like a Specimen set until a close comparison is made 
and the superior striking quality, frostier devices and deep- 
er mirrorlike fields of the Specimens become apparent.

However, this is 
just a Prooflike set and, to the best of my knowledge, there 
is no such thing as a 1956 Specimen set.

1965 Specimen Set consisting of six coins from One Cent 
to One Dollar. The silver Dollar is Type II with Large 
Beads and Blunt 5.

The 5 Cent piece is fully brilliant 
with a remarkable cameo appearance and the four silver 
coins have medium multicolored toning. This set is in its 
original case of issue; it was obtained by JJP directly from 
the Royal Canadian Mint in 1965. The number of sets 
struck in 1965 is, once again, not known with certainty; 
however, they are more rare than generally believed and 
the ready availability of similar looking Prooflike sets has 
served to keep down the value of the Specimen sets. A rea- 
sonable guess, however, of the number of true Specimen 
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sets minted would be in the range of 350-500 sets. It should 
be noted, however, that JJP considered them to be much 
more rare than that.

The obverse features a large bust of 
Queen Victoria by James Wyon with a beaded border as opposed to the 
denticled one on the regular issue. The principal design element on the 
reverse is a crown surrounded by a wreath of roses with the date 
below, the denomination to the right and the name of the Province to 
the left. The obverse and reverse dies are aligned 180 degrees apart, 
unlike the normal parallel die alignment of business strikes and the 
pattern that follows next.

From an overall appearance standpoint, 
this example is first rate, in every way equal to the 
Norweb-Farouk example sold by Bowers & Merena in 
November 1996. Purchased by JJP as Lot 613 from the 
New Netherlands 54th sale in April 1960 where it was 
described as follows: “613. 1862. Ten Dollars. Crown. 
GOVERNMENT OF BRITISH COLUMBIA. Rev. 10 
DOLLARS 1862 in wreath. Silver, reeded edge. By 
Albrecht Kuner. Not in McLachlan; Bowman 37. Dies 
of Breton 935, but known to him only in gold. Lightly 
toned Proof. One of approximately ten struck, accord- 
ing to Bowman (page 10 of his brochure on Canadian 
patterns). Probably the most coveted, with the com- 
panion $20., of all Canadian pattern issues; of interest 
both as a tie-in with Western gold, as a Kuner item, as 
a pattern for the earliest native Canadian gold coinage 
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(however abortive), and as a great rarity. The British 
Columbia gold $10. and $20. have been called the 1822 
Half Eagles of Canada. In silver they are almost equal- 
ly desirable.” 

The 10 Dollar and 20 Dollar pattern gold pieces for British 
Columbia were designed by George Ferdinand Albrecht Kuner (gen- 
erally known merely as Albert Kuner), the engraver who is well 
known for his designs of a number of Territorial gold coins of the 
American Old West including the Norris, Gregg & Norris $5 piece, 
the $5 and $10 pieces of Moffat & Co. dated 1849 and 1850, the 
Shultz & Co. Half Eagle of 1851, the Dunbar & Co. Half Eagle of 
1851, the Baldwin $5, $10 and $20 gold pieces of 1850 and 1851, 
and the $50 octagonal with the denomination reading, “50 Dolls.” 
He engraved the dies for all the coins issued by Wass, Molitor & Co. 
as well as those for the Deseret Assay Office $5 pieces of Utah dated 
1860. In 1862, the Government of British Columbia commissioned 
him to prepare dies for their proposed gold coinage and he prepared 
the dies for the $10 and $20 pieces. Prior to shipping the dies to 
British Columbia for the coins to be struck in gold, Kuner himself 
struck several examples of each in silver. As noted in the New 
Netherlands description above, Bowman indicates that approxi- 
mately 10 were struck whereas others have estimated the number 
minted to be as low as five pieces. In either case, with a mintage of 
only 5-10 pieces, the 1862 British Columbia $10 piece in silver is a 
coin of tremendous rarity and importance. With the sale of the 
Norweb coin and now the Pittman example, it may be many years 
before another appears on the market.

Specimen, take your pick since even expert opinions 
vary. Dies aligned in the same direction, i.e. parallel. No 
sign of wear (these are patterns and were never put into 
circulation), but the coin does show numerous light 
handling marks in the fields as well as one prominent 
gash in the right obverse field below MB of COLUM- 
BIA. There are also several barely noticeable rim bruis- 
es on the obverse. The coin is fully struck with partial- 
ly prooflike surfaces and excellent luster. The color is a 
beautiful, rich yellow gold with attractive, copper and 
violet toning around the periphery of the reverse 
between the wreath and the rim. Despite the slight mis- 
handling, this is a very attractive coin overall, although 
it is not the equal of the Norweb example that was sold 
by Bowers & Merena in November 1996. Along with his 
“Dot” coins of 1936, this coin was considered by JJP to 
be the prize of his collection of Canadian coins. JJP pur- 
chased this coin from A.H. Baldwin & Son in March 
1954 for $4,500. Baldwin had acquired it as Lot 857 from 
the Farouk sale for 1400 Egyptian Pounds to which was 
added the 5% Government tax for a total price of 
approximately $4,234 U.S. To put this price in the prop- 
er perspective, it was the second highest price realized 
by any single coin in the Farouk sale, surpassed only by 
the U.S. 1907 Extremely High Relief Double Eagle. It 
even realized more than the now famous U.S. 1907 
Indian Head Double Eagle. A few other lots in the sale 
realized somewhat more, but they were multiple coin 
lots, and thus did not represent the price for a single 
item. For this coin, JJP paid more than for any other 
coin in his entire collection in terms of out-of-pocket 
money. 
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Dies for a $20 gold coin were commissioned by the Government 
of British Columbia in 1862 from Albert Kuner, then of San 
Francisco. Kuner was a well-known engraver at that time who had 
been responsible for many designs of what are now collectively called 
U.S. Territorial Gold Coin issues. Along with the $20, a $10 denom- 
ination was also commissioned, and Kuner struck perhaps 5-10 
examples of each in silver before turning the dies over to the 
Government of British Columbia which then struck several of each 
denomination in gold. There are only five known examples of the $20 
gold piece, just two of which are in private hands, the aforementioned 
Norweb coin and this Pittman-Farouk example. The other three 
pieces are permanently impounded in museums. As noted in the copy 
for the preceding lot, which quoted the New Netherlands catalogue 
description for the $10 piece struck in silver, John J. Ford and Walter 
Breen, the New Netherlands cataloguers, compared this coin to the 
U.S. 1822 $5 gold piece, the coin considered by some to be the most 
famous and valuable coin in the world. Although that comparison 
makes some sense with respect to rarity, fame, and value, in concept 
the British Columbia gold coins and the U.S. 1822 $5 are very dif- 
ferent things. The 1822 Half Eagle is a regular issue coin struck for 
circulation and minted in relatively large quantities, whereas the 
British Columbia $10 and $20 pieces are patterns which were struck 
in the very low quantities that are typical of patterns, especially gold 
ones. In this respect, the 1862 $20 offered here is perhaps more simi- 
lar to the U.S. 1849 $20 gold piece, if, indeed, any such comparisons 
can appropriately be made.

Note: In Bowers & Merena’s catalogue of the Norweb Collection 
sale (November 1996), it was noted that Virgil Brand owned two 
1862 $20 pieces in gold, undoubtedly the Pittman-Farouk example 
offered here as well as the one that later appeared for sale in the 
Norweb Collection. One was purchased by Brand from Spink on 
August 21, 1919; it had formerly been in the Lt. Col. Leslie Ellis 
Collection. The other example in the Brand Collection was purchased 
on March 27, 1922, from Sotheby’s sale of the “Nobleman” (Count 
Ferrari) Collection.

BANK OF CANADA 





The Bank of Canada issues of 1935 are among of the most beautiful and popular in the entire series 
of Canadian banknotes. The engraved portraits of various members of the Royal Family represent the pin- 
nacle of the art of banknote engraving and the notes are extremely colorful and attractive. To this is added 
the fact that all of the notes exist in both English and French language versions, and all denominations 
are at least scarce if not rare, especially in high grade. All of these elements contribute to the great pop- 
ularity of the series. Following is an unusually comprehensive selection of 34 notes of this series offered 
in 24 lots. Nearly all of the 1935 Bank of Canada notes in the Pittman Collection are high grade (at least 
EF, most AU or Unc.), but the factor that makes the following 24 lots particularly appealing is the low 
serial numbers of so many of the notes. JJP loved low numbered notes (as well as consecutively numbered 
notes, matched number sets, radar number notes, etc.), and it is truly amazing that he was able to acquire 
so many low serial number notes of this rare and popular series. Perhaps never before, and certainly not 
in the recent past when these notes have soared to new levels of value and popularity, have so many high 
grade 1935 notes, and especially low numbered ones, been available to collectors. Although JJP was not 
known for his banknote collecting, his collection of Canadian notes is certainly one of the finest offered 
for sale in recent years. (Only the Herman Halpern Collection sold by Bowers & Merena in 1995 was 
comparable and perhaps even superior in terms of the number of notes of high quality, but even that great 
collection did not emphasize low serial numbers as does the Pittman Collection.)

If the ratio of survivors of French and English language 
notes is the same as the ratio of those printed, this would mean that 
only about 200-250 French notes still exist.

A beautifully cen- 
tered note with ample margins, bright fresh colors and 
crackling crisp paper. Minor counting “smudge” at 
the right (near the small seal), but I still consider this 
to be a new note although some may grade it 
AU/UNC or AU+. This is a great note, one of the 
prime rarities of the Pittman Collection of Canadian 
currency, and one of the most eagerly sought small 
size Canadian notes. Most French One Hundred 
Dollar notes are in much lower grade than this and rel- 
atively few have survived in Uncirculated or near 
Uncirculated condition. A mere 17,500 One Hundred 
Dollar notes were printed with the French language, 
and since large quantities were destroyed beginning 
in July 1938, it is probable that only a few hundred 
notes of this denomination and variety still exist, few 
the equal of this one.

Only 32,500 were printed 
and just a small fraction of that number still exist 





today. Like most notes in this popular 1935 series, this 
$50 French note has a few light blue circular spots on 
the back of the note. This note is a great rarity and it 
should attract considerable bidding attention.

It was merely the 
faithful reproduction of the original photograph. The portrait of the 
Queen with the “Devil’s Face” outlined in her hair generated almost 
instant controversy. The portrait was modified by darkening the high- 
lights in the hair and thus removing the shading, which had resulted in 
the “Devil”. 


A group of 20 consecutively numbered “Devil’s Face” One 
Dollar notes of the 1954 issue. All are BC-29a, the Coyne- 
Towers signature combination. The consecutive numbers 
run from 401-420.

The colors are 
bright and fresh and the note is exactly as it was print- 
ed 45 years ago. Asterisk replacement notes are very 
rare and only an estimated 3,000 such notes were print- 
ed of this issue. 

The 11th Edition of the Charlton catalogue explains the 1954 
asterisk notes as follows: “Prior to the 1954 issue, identical notes 
were made up to replace notes which were spoiled by the banknote 
companies during printing or by Bank of Canada employees during 
signing. Parcels containing defective notes had to be set aside in the 
Bank's examining room until replacement notes were received from 
the printer. Because of this delay, and the nuisance of having to sup- 
ply individually numbered notes to match those which had been 
spoiled, a new scheme was devised in 1953 for the issue then in 
preparation. Independently numbered replacement notes were print- 
ed with an asterisk preceding the serial number, and stocks of these 
were maintained to replace defective notes. It is believed that the 
asterisk notes were block-numbered. That is, they were not numbered 
continuously but in blocks with serial number gaps in between, the 
numbering of each block beginning at some arbitrarily chosen point.” 
Interestingly, JJP purchased this rare asterisk note as if it were a reg- 
ular 1954 Twenty Dollar note with no premium ascribed either to its 
“Devil's Face” design or the asterisk in the serial number designat- 
ing it as a replacement note.

Matched serial number set of 1954 “Devil’s Face” notes 
complete from the One Dollar denomination through the 
One Hundred Dollar denomination. Coyne-Towers. BC-

“radar” notes.” So, of 10 million consecutively numbered notes, all nine 
of the possible “solid radar” numbers are present in this single lot! As 
one can tell from all the low numbered notes, matched number sets, 
“solid” numbered “radar” notes like this one, and million numbered 
notes (see the next lot), JJP was obviously enamored with notes with spe- 
cial serial numbers and his collection consists of many of them.

Serial numbers are 
1000000, 2000000...9000000. All of the notes are Almost 
Uncirculated (see comment below) or Uncirculated and 
are fresh and crisp with bright, vivid colors.

According to the Charlton catalogue, approximately 1,125 million 
numbered notes were printed of the 1954 One Dollar denomination. The 
Charlton catalogue also states, “Million numbered notes are found at the 
bottom of a bundle of notes and since these notes were wrapped with a 
paper band around them, many will be found in EF to AU condition 
because of some minor edge wrinkles or folds”, a description that applies 
to several of the notes in this lot. JJP certainly loved special serial num- 
bers. No other collection of Canadian paper money ever offered for sale at 
public auction has contained as many special serial numbered items as 
the Pittman Collection with all of its low numbers, matching numbers, 
matched number sets, consecutive numbers, “solid” radar numbers and 
even million numbered notes like the ones offered here in this lot.

John Jay Pittman 


John Jay Pittman was born February 18, 1913, in Virginia to North Carolina parents. He lived his 
early years in North Carolina and attended the University of North Carolina at Chapel Hill 
where he received a degree in Chemical Engineering. In 1936, he moved to Rochester, New York, 
to work for Kodak, the company in whose employ he remained until his retirement in 1971. 


He was a long-time Governor of the American Numismatic Association and served as its 


President. He also served as President of the Canadian Numismatic Association and honorary 
President of the Mexican Numismatic Society. JJP was a member of countless coin clubs and asso- 
ciations and was the greatest numismatic goodwill ambassador the hobby has ever known. He 
served on the U.S. Assay Commission in 1947, and in 1980, he was given the Farran Zerbe 
Memorial Award, the ANA’s highest honor. He was also chosen for the ANA’s Hall of Fame. JJP 
was a lecturer and exhibitor for more than half a century, sharing his knowledge and passion for 
coins with several generations of collectors. John Jay Pittman passed away on February 17, 1996.

With the sale here of the Pittman 
Collection of Mexican coins, specialists in this series now have the 
opportunity to acquire the finest known example of the 1864 8 Reales 
from the San Luis Potosi Mint, one of the rarest and most important 
silver coins of Mexico.

JJP attended that 
sale and brought this example of the Coquimbo Peso to compare with 
the one in the sale. Although his coin fell slightly short of the Lewis 
Collection specimen (due almost entirely to his coin’s aforementioned 
problems as opposed to more wear), JJP took great delight in being able 
to hold both examples of such a famous and important rarity at the 
same time and compare them closely.

Despite these light hairlines, this coin has an 
excellent overall appearance and the eye appeal of a con- 
siderably higher grade specimen. Purchased as part of a 
complete 1916 gold Proof set from New Netherlands 
Coin Co. in May 1957 for $1,600. 

Unlike the other Cuba Proof gold issues offered so far in this Pittman 
sale, the 1916 Twenty Pesos is different in a very important way in that 
it is the only issue that was struck only in Proof and not as a business 
strike as well. As such, it is one of the great gold coin rarities of the 
Americas and one of the rarest, most famous and most desirable gold 
coins in the world. Approximately 10 pieces were struck at the 
Philadelphia Mint with documentary evidence proving that at least one 
Proof (and probably all of them) was struck on April 7, 1916, for inclu- 
sion in a set that was presented to the President of Cuba, Mario Garcia 
Menocal. The Menocal set consisted of 12 gold and 14 silver and cop- 
per-nickel coins which indicates that it probably contained two complete 
sets of Proof 1915 and 1916 coins including all of the gold coins, mean- 
ing that it contained two 1916 Twenty Pesos. This set was donated to 
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the National Bank of Cuba in 1950 by Menocal’s family, but as report- 
ed in Thomas Lismore’s book, “The pieces had not been conserved in 
their original proof state.” Neither the Smithsonian Institution nor the 
American Numismatic Society Collections contain an example of this 
great rarity, and it is estimated that only 5-6 Proof 1916 Twenty Pesos 
still exist. 

In the last half century or so, the Cuba 1916 Twenty Pesos has sold 
only a few times. (Contrast this to the relatively numerous appearances 
of two other famous 20th Century gold coins, the U.S. 1907 Extremely 
High Relief Double Eagle and the U.S. 1927-D Double Eagle, both 
issues of which perhaps 12-15 examples exist.) One example of the 1916 
Twenty Pesos appeared in the King Farouk sale in 1954. Another was 
sold in the Glendining sale of the Lady Duveen Collection in 1964. This 
latter specimen reappeared a decade later in the Henry Christensen sale 
of December 1974 as Lot 159 where it realized $40,000. In his catalogue, 
Christensen noted that, “In the 1950’s a specimen of the 1916 20 Pesos 
was sold at auction and realized over $8,000, a price roughly equivalent 
at that time to the going price for an 1804 Silver Dollar.” These are the 
only appearances of the 1916 Twenty Pesos at auction since 1950 with 
which I am familiar and so, to the best of my knowledge, the Christensen 
sale in 1974 marked the last time a 1916 Twenty Pesos gold coin from 
Cuba was offered for sale at public auction. This means that this 
Pittman sale represents the first time in a generation that a specimen has 
been available to collectors.

Each of the notes in 
this presentation book is attached (apparently by glue) at 
its left end to the paper so that the note might be lifted up 
and examined on both sides. At some much later date, 
acetate was fitted around each note to protect it further. 
This is a remarkable collection of notes and it may well be 
the most extensive of its kind in existence and the only 
one mounted in a similar, official presentation book. 
(Purpose of the presentation, however, is unknown.)

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This coin and the 1855 Five Pesos that follows in the next lot were 
both struck at the Philadelphia Mint as patterns for the Peruvian 
Government. At the same time, a number of other denominations also 
were struck, all patterns dated 1855, including two additional gold 
coins, the Ten Pesos and Twenty Pesos. The number minted of each of 
these very rare 1855 patterns of Peru is unknown, but apparently no 
more than three or four examples of each of the four gold denomina- 
tions were struck. Examples of the Two Pesos and Twenty Pesos 
reportedly are in the collection of the Central Bank of Peru, but the 
Bank does not have specimens of the Five Pesos or Ten Pesos. To the 
best of my knowledge, since the Two Pesos and Five Pesos offered here 
in the Pittman Collection Sale last sold in the Farouk sale more than 
45 years ago, no other examples of any of the four gold denominations 
have been offered for sale either privately or at public auction. These 
two pieces are among the premier rarities in the entire Pittman 
Collection. Not only are they of the greatest possible rarity, but they 
are also historically important as the first coins struck by the U.S. 
Mint in Philadelphia for a foreign government.

This Five Pesos pattern is one of the rarest and most important 
coins in the entire John Jay Pittman Collection of World Coins. The 
1855 patterns of Peru represent the first foreign coin issues struck by 
the U.S. Mint in Philadelphia and only a very small number of pieces 
of each denomination were struck. No examples of any of the four gold 
denominations have been available for sale since JJP purchased these 
two from the Farouk sale in 1954. The Central Bank of Peru has the 
Two Pesos and Twenty Pesos but does not have the Five Pesos. At 
most three or four examples of this pattern are known, and this par- 
ticular piece embodies the three characteristics that JJP most highly 
prized in a coin, namely rarity, quality and historical importance. It 
has been 45 years since this pattern has been available for sale, and 
after this piece is sold who can say when, or even if, one will ever be 
offered for sale at public auction again?

At the time of the Farouk sale in early 1954, Hans Schulman, who was 
the principal seller of coins to Farouk, was still owed a significant amount 
of money for purchases by the King which had not been paid for due the 
King’s ouster from power in 1952. Schulman was unsuccessful in his 
considerable efforts to be paid directly and in full by the new military gov- 
ernment, but he did receive permission to purchase lots from the sale at no 
cost up to the amount due him. Since this was his one and only chance to 
recover his debt, Schulman was the biggest “buyer” at the sale. He sub- 
sequently sold many of his purchases for less than he had “paid” for them.

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In 1875, four pattern gold piece designs were struck for Venezuela 
at the French Mint in Paris. The denominations struck were One 
Venezolano or 5 Bolivares, 5 Venezolanos or 25 Bolivares, 10 Vene- 
zolanos or 50 Bolivares, and 20 Venezolanos or 100 Bolivares. Three of 
the denominations were marked with ESSAI on the obverse, but the 10 
Venezolanos was not. (Although KM lists a 10 Venezolanos with 
ESSAI as E-14, and another without ESSAI as Pn-3, in my opinion, 
these two listings are redundant since, to the best of my knowledge, the 
10 Venezolanos exists only without ESSAI; the other three denomina- 
tions exist only with ESSAI.) As Friedberg notes, all of the coins “are 
of exceptional rarity and are specimen proofs.” The exact number of 
pieces struck of each denomination is not known, but it was probably 
the same for all four denominations, and undoubtedly no greater than 
five pieces.

Sharply 
struck with mirror surfaces and very attractive, medium 
blue and reddish-gold toning. Both the obverse and 
reverse dies are heavily rusted. The coin has some light 
hairlines in the obverse field on both sides of the head, 
but the reverse is very high quality and nearly mark and 
hairline free. Like the 1688 60 Shillings in the preceding 
lot, this piece is sometimes referred to as a “pattern” or 
“restrike”, but neither of those terms technically applies 
in this case. “Struck from original pattern dies” best 
describes this piece since it was unofficially struck by 
London coin dealer, Matthew Young, in 1828 after he 
had obtained the original dies from the Roettier family. 
Apparently, fewer of these were struck by Young than of 
the 1688 60 Shillings because, today, the 1716 Crown is 
quite a bit more rare. The example offered here was pur- 
chased from Randolph Zander in December 1959 for

Denominations as high as 8 Daler and 10 Daler were minted in the 
1600's, but the 4 Daler denomination was the largest made in the 
1700's. All of the 4 Daler issues are scarce since many were melted 
as the price of copper fluctuated.

10,000 of all denominations are still in existence today, the vast 
majority of them 1/2 Daler or 1 Daler size.

100 above and below clasped hands on reverse. KM-6. 
Very Choice Proof, virtually in the Gem category. In 
terms of quality, this is the finest coin in JJP’s Sierra 
Leone 1791 Proof set. It is also one of the rarest and most 
attractive crowns in the entire Pittman Collection. The 
coin is fully struck with deep mirror fields and edge, and 
superb multicolored toning that is light to medium red- 
dish-gold in the centers turning to deeper shades of vio- 
let, blue green and greenish-gold at the borders. There 


are a few faint hairlines above the lion and these are real- 
ly all that keep the coin from the Gem category, although 
the overall appearance of the coin is so exceptional that 
many will still grade it a Gem in spite of the hairlines. 
Very rare; only 40 Proofs were struck, and this example 
is undoubtedly one of the finest of the relatively few sur- 
vivors. Purchased as one of the four coins in the silver 
Proof set JJP acquired from George Bauer’s Sale XI in 
January 1944, Lot 176, for $22.50. (4,000-Up)

There 
are a number of small to medium sized carbon and 
verdigris spots on both sides, the most prominent of 
which are on the obverse. It is instructive to compare this 
coin carefully to the first 1892 Penny in the next lot 
which is actually considerably more prooflike than this 
piece, but has neither the depth of detail of this coin nor 
its distinctive color which is characteristic of the few 
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known Proof Pennies. (Eli Levine describes the color as a 
“mauve sheen”, an accurate description of the color of 
this piece.) Levine also notes, “The Proof penny is exces- 
sively rare. So rare is the coin in fact, that many complete 
collections, both private and public, do not have this 
penny in proof condition. Even a proof set given to Mr. 
G. J.J. Beelaerts van Blokland by President Kruger con- 
tained an UNC, and not a proof penny.” Only 6-8 Proof 
1892 ZAR Pennies are thought to exist.

This coin is very sharply struck with broad rims, a 
sharp, square edge, and very deep mirrorlike fields. The 
toning is superb, medium greenish-gold and blue high- 
lighted with violet on the obverse, and deeper blue and 
gold on the reverse. There are a number of light, 
untoned “spots” on the obverse, but these appear to be 
just a natural quirk of the toning process. A few very 
faint hairlines are present under the toning on the 
obverse, but the reverse is solidly in the Gem category, 
in fact, nearly flawless. Rare; only an estimated 50-60

Uncirculated, fully prooflike. Very deceptive and almost 
indistinguishable from a true Proof, but a close side-by- 
side comparison with the Proofs in the three preceding lots 
shows the difference. As Levine notes, “Some of the 
2/-, 2/6 and particularly the 5/- coins were particularly 
well struck on proof or prooflike blanks, so it is not quite 
so easy to distinguish these from the true proof coins.” 
This coin is well struck with highly lustrous, fully 
prooflike surfaces, and very attractive, light to medium 
reddish-gold toning. There are a few light hairlines in the 
fields, but the overall appearance of the coin is excellent. 
Purchased by JJP as a Proof from Stack’s in May 1950 at the 
same time he purchased the silver Proof set for $25; for this 
prooflike piece he paid $5.

Shillings due to a small planchet defect on the cheek. In 
terms of toning, this coin is nearly identical to the 6 
Pence, Shilling and 2 Shillings offered earlier from the 
1892 silver Proof set purchased from Stack’s which also 
included this piece. The obverse of this coin is medium 
reddish-gold and blue with a few violet highlights 
while the reverse is more deeply and coolly toned with 
shades of blue and violet predominating. Rare, only 50-

wagon. KM-8.2. Gem Proof. A magnificent piece, cer- 
tainly one of the very finest Proof 5 Shillings in exis- 
tence. It is fully struck with a sharp, square edge, wide 
rims, and deep mirror surfaces. The toning is exquisite, 
a delightful natural blend of medium reddish-gold, 
blue, violet and greenish-gold. The surfaces are nearly 
flawless with only a few faint, barely visible hairlines 
which are almost entirely concealed by the beautiful 
toning. Rare as a variety and very rare as a Proof; only 
4,327 business strikes were minted with the incorrect 
double shaft on the wagon, and only an estimated 25-30 
Proofs are known. JJP purchased this fabulous coin 
from Stack’s “Dollars of the World” sale, September 
1951, Lot 1450, for $22.50. 

Designed by Otto Schulz and struck in Germany, the 5 Shillings 
with the double shaft on the wagon represented a major engraving 
error. As Levine points out, this design was, “Consistent with a 
horse or donkey cart as used in Germany, where the single animal 
that drew the cart was placed between the two shafts. The 
Voortrekker wagon of course only had a single disselboom or shaft, 
and the oxen were placed on either side of this shaft. Furthermore, 
Otto Schulz’s first wagon depicted the front and rear wheels as being 
of equal size, instead of smaller front wheels as in the case of the 
Voortrekker wagon. Rumour has it that these errors nearly cost Paul 
Kruger the election, as the Burghers were furious at the mockery of 
their symbolic wagon, and used the letters O.S. (which means Ox in 
Afrikaans) to deride the President.” (Cataloguer’s note: O.S., of 
course, are the engraver’s initials and although they do not appear on 
the 5 Shillings offered in this lot, they do appear on the 1/2 Pound 
and Pound which also have the same double wagon shaft error.) 
Levine goes on to note that, “The Double Shaft Crown (5/-) is far 
scarcer than the single shaft variety, and can almost be described as 
rare in unimpaired, uncirculated condition.” However, as rare as 
high grade business strikes are, Proofs, such as the example offered 
here, are even more rare, and although an estimated 25-30 Proofs are 
known, only a few are gems like this one.

There was no mint machinery as such, and all the equipment had to be 
improvised from the old Transvaal Gold Mining Estates Limited's dor- 
mant works and workshops at Pilgrims Rest.” There are quite a few forg- 
eries of this issue, but genuine specimens such as this and the coin in the 
next lot all have several distinctive characteristics in the milling below 
ZAR. The most obvious is a deeper than usual notch between two 
milling segments at K-5.

The following twenty-five lots represent one of the greatest offerings of South Africa Proof sets in 
auction history. This section begins with four 1923 Proof sets including three with gold. These are fol- 
lowed by a complete run of original Proof sets from 1931 to 1950 including duplicates of several of the 
sets. Of all the South Africa Proof sets issued from 1923-1950, only the 1926 and 1930 Proof sets are 
missing from this selection. At one time, JJP owned a 1930 Proof set, but it was, unfortunately, stolen 
in the robbery of his home in April 1964. Most of the Proof sets of the 1930's are extremely rare and 
often a period of several years goes by without the appearance of even a single original set from this 
era. Almost all of the sets offered here are in their original cases of issue, and the quality of the coins 
is consistently very high; nearly all of them are at least Choice Proof and many are Gem quality.

Krause and Mishler’s 1999 Standard Catalog of World Coins 
does not list the issue prices for the South Africa Proof sets from 1947 to 
1950, and neither does Spink’s Catalogue of British Colonial and 
Commonwealth Coins. JJP’s records indicate what he paid when he 
purchased the sets directly from the South Africa Mint, however, and 
presumably these are the issue prices. For the 1947 set, he paid the equiv- 
alent of $4.06 U.S.; the 1948 and 1949 sets were issued at $4.34 each, 
and the 1950 sets were priced at $4.55 each. (The sets were still available 
after their year of issue and JJP noted in his ledger that the price was 
increased on August 1, 1950, to $5.04 for 1949 sets.

There are two principal varieties of the Adelaide Pound from 
South Australia. The first, and by far the rarest, is the variety which 
has a circle of beads on the reverse within two linear concentric cir- 
cles. Fewer than 50 examples are thought to exist of this variety. The 
second variety, offered here, has a circle of beads on the reverse outside 
a linear circle having ornamental denticles. This is by far the most 
common of the two varieties and nearly all examples of the Adelaide 
Pound that have appeared on the market in recent years have been this 
variety. This piece was purchased by JJP after the April 1964 robbery 
of his home. In that robbery, three examples of the Adelaide Pound 
were stolen, two of this second, more common variety, and one of the 
very rare first variety. Although a number of the rarities which were 
stolen were subsequently returned to JJP, all but one of the Australian 
pieces that were stolen were never recovered including the Port 
Phillip, Kangaroo office 1/4 ounce, 1 ounce and 2 ounce gold pieces 
which JJP had purchased from the Farouk sale. Fortunately, the one 
Australian rarity that was returned by the thieves was the Adelaide 
Ingot in the following lot.

“Rough pentagonal shaped flan (greatest length and 
width, 25 mm. and 23 mm. respectively), with two 
sides arc-shaped, and the bottom side scalloped. B.A.V.

Value) £2 Os 9.66d; Dif. (Difference) 3s 8.14d. 


Obverse: The authority stamp (indistinct), below 
which the fineness stamp, and below 
which the fineness punch of 23. 

Reverse: The weight stamp only, having the 
enclosing linear circle, and the top 
portions of WEIG and INGOT, off coin; 
and IVt WEI in the third, 22 CAR in the 
fourth, and DWT G in the fifth line and 
the bottom portions of Z and GRS in the 
fifth line, obliterated by obverse punching; 
and bearing the ingot weight punches 
0 10 0 and the 22 carats equivalent weight 
punch of 0 10 11. 


In the collection of “A Nobleman” until 1922, when it 
was sold (Sotheby’s, Lot 693, Price £185) to Mr. Virgil M. 
Brand of U.S.A. Farouk Sale Collection (Lot 841), 1954.” 

JJP purchased this coin at the Farouk sale for 320 Egyptian 
Pounds which, with the 5% Government tax added, amounted to a 
total of just under $970 U.S. This was far more than the prices real- 
ized by the U.S. 1833 Proof Half Eagle and 1838 Proof Eagle which 
JJP also purchased at that sale, each of which subsequently realized 
in the range of half a million dollars when sold in Parts One and Two 
respectively. The amount paid for this ingot was also more than three 
times the amount JJP paid for the Japan Meiji 13 (1880) Proof set, 
also purchased at the Farouk sale. 

According to Jim Noble of Sydney, Australia, the pre-eminent 
authority on Australian coinage and a noted auctioneer, “The only 
other (ingot) in private hands that is known is the (Herbert W.) Taffs 
specimen sold at Glendining’s in 1956 to Spink for the Strauss fam- 
ily.” The Taffs specimen, which is lighter than the Pittman-Farouk- 
Brand-“Nobleman” example, is uniface and listed as No. 6 in 
Deacon's book. 

This Ingot is one of the most important items in John Jay Pittman’s 
entire collection of coins, both World and U.S., and it is an item which 
he displayed often and took great pride in owning. Among all of his 
great World numismatic items, this piece ranked as one of his most 
favorite along with the Dot coins of Canada, the Meiji 13 Proof set of 
Japan, the 1662 British Crown in gold, the 1862 British Columbia 
$20, and the 1916 Cuba 20 Pesos. It is expected to realize one of the 
top three or four prices of any individual item in the John Jay Pittman 
Collection Sale, Part Three, possibly even the highest price.

A word of explanation is in order concerning the terms Proof, 
Restrike, and Prooflike (P/L) with respect to the coins of British India. 
True Proofs of some issues were minted in the year appearing on the coin 
and these have the appearance of normal British Proof or Specimen 
issues with mirror fields, square edges, and matte or frosted design 
devices. A second category of coins are probably best referred to as early 
restrike Proofs. In other words, they were struck as Proofs but later than 
the date appearing on the coin. They are similar to the original Proofs, 
but generally show some die rust, particularly on the portrait of the 
monarch which also usually has little or no frosting, but instead has a 
rather prooflike appearance similar to the rest of the coin. Furthermore, 
typically, the rims have been filed at the Mint to remove any wire rim 
that may have occurred when the coin was struck. A third category of 
coins are the modern Proof or Prooflike (P/L) restrikes which usually 
show heavy striations from extensive polishing of the dies.

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“glassy” or even “plated”. Most are lacquered, bright and brilliant, and 
have filed rims. Restrikes of most issues were struck from the original 
dies years after the date on the coin. In fact, the practice was not dis- 
continued until July 1, 1970. Most reference works and pricing guides 
list only Proof and Restrike P/L issues with generally a very large dif- 
ference in value between the two (the original Proofs being worth far 
more), but actually a third category of coins exists, namely early restrike 
Proofs which should be valued somewhere between the two extremes. 
Unfortunately, with many coins, it is difficult to tell with certainty 
whether they are original Proofs or early restrikes. The modern restrikes 
are generally very easy to identify, but whether they should be described 
as Proof or Prooflike (P/L) is open to debate.

PROOF SETS 





A small number of Proof sets were minted by Japan in the early Meiji era in 1874, 1876, 1877 and 1880. 
These sets were minted for presentation to heads of state and other dignitaries and are extremely rare. 
Incredibly, sets or partial sets of three of the four years, 1874, 1876 and 1880, are included here in the John 
Jay Pittman Collection Sale, Part Three, the latter set containing the gold coins. JJP once had the opportuni- 
ty to purchase an original 1877 five piece gold Proof set (probably Farouk: 1367) in the case of issue from 
Hans Schulman in the 1960’s for considerably less than $1,000, but passed, something he later regretted since 
if he had purchased it he would have owned presentation Proof sets of all four years, something fev, if any, 
collectors have ever accomplished. Nevertheless, he was tremendously proud of the three sets he did acquire, 
especially the 1880, and he displayed them often at various coin conventions and coin club meetings.

Most of these 
are in museums or private collections so that for all practical purposes 
they are not obtainable in the general market, regardless of price.” 
Perhaps the reported mintage figure represents coins struck in 1874 but 
actually dated 1873, or maybe the entire mintage was subsequently 
melted. Today, as indicated by JV, only a small number of 1874 50 Sen 
pieces still exist including a very few Proofs. (JJP himself believed that 
fewer than 5 pieces are known of this issue, all of them Proofs.) 

With respect to both rarity and quality, this is one of the most 
impressive pieces in the Pittman Collection of Japanese coins; another 
example may not appear on the market for many years, and it is proba- 
ble that this is the highest quality, most beautiful specimen known. 
Purchased by JJP as part of the four piece Meiji 7 silver Proof set he 
obtained from Spink in 1958 for $112.

It 
is a perfect visual match for the Proof 10, 20 and 50 Sen 
just offered and, quality-wise, it is the most nearly perfect 
coin in the set. It is fully struck with a sharp, square edge, 
broad, flat rims, and deep mirror fields. The toning is a 
superb, medium blend of gray, blue and reddish-gold. 
The 1874 silver 1 Yen is very scarce as a business strike 
and extremely rare in Proof with only a few Proofs struck 
for the presentation sets that were minted to give to 
heads of state and important dignitaries during the early 
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years of the Meiji era. Based on his research, it was JJP’s 
belief that fewer than 5 Proofs of this issue are known, 
and it is doubtful whether any Meiji Silver 1 Yen piece of 
any date exceeds or even matches the quality and beau- 
ty of this remarkable example. This coin and the rest of 
the 1874 set are the kind of coins for which JJP’s collec- 
tion is justifiably famous, namely Proofs of extraordinary 
quality, beauty and rarity. No further description by me 
can do justice to this Proof, and the coin must be seen to 
be fully appreciated. This is the fourth and final coin in 
the partial silver Proof set JJP purchased from Spink in 
1958 for $112.

Very broad, flat rims and a sharp, square edge. The 
inner edge of the rims (where they meet the fields of the 
coin) are sharp and vertical. The surfaces are only 
slightly mirrorlike, but it is obvious that this coin was 
struck as a Proof. In fact, Jacobs and Vermeule indicate 
that this date was struck only in Proof and they list an 
estimated mintage of approximately 100 pieces. This is 
the second rarest date of this short-lived denomination 
after the 1880 (unfortunately, missing from the 1880 
Proof set that follows), and very few specimens are 
known to exist today.

Just a trace of green verdigris on the edge, much 
less than is on the edges of the 1/2 Sen and 1 Sen in the 
two preceding lots. There are two lint marks on the rim 
and in the denticles on the upper right reverse, but the 
surfaces are very clean and almost entirely free of 
marks and hairlines.

Brilliant with just a trace of light reddish-gold toning 
around the periphery.

Very Choice Proof. Fully brilliant with extremely deep 
mirror fields and just a trace of light golden toning. At 
first glance, the coin appears to have a number of light 
hairlines in the fields, but closer inspection reveals these 
to be die polishing lines rather than hairlines. The coin is 
fully struck with a sharp, square edge, deeply incised 
milling, and broad, flat rims. There are a few minor, 
cloudy spots on the surfaces of the coin and it may be the 
case that it was lacquered at one time, although the lac- 
quer is now completely removed. The fields have no 
more than a few trivial hairlines and the overall appear- 
ance of this Proof is nothing short of spectacular. 
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The Cummings book on modern Japanese coinage notes, “From 
time to time proof Japanese coins appear on the market, however, cau- 
tion should be used since there are no records supporting that proofs 
exist and further the mint denies any were ever struck in Japan. The 
only possible exception to this is the presentation sets for heads of state 
that were made in the early Meiji era.” Anyone having any questions 
about whether or not Japan struck Proof coins in 1876 should look 
closely at this piece since the minting standard to which it was struck 
equals the highest standard for Proof coins minted anywhere else in the 
world at that time. As a date, the 1876 50 Sen is a major rarity; in fact, 
it is one of the rarest of all modern Japanese coins. Mint records indi- 
cate that a mere 1,251 pieces were struck, and only when important col- 
lections are sold does a specimen in any condition appear on the mar- 
ket. (The Goodman Collection Uncirculated example realized $20,900 
in 1996.) Proofs such as this are particularly rare with only a small 
number of examples known. They were undoubtedly struck solely for 
inclusion in the presentation sets of 1876.

JV-R3. Very Choice Proof. Remarkably similar in all 
respects to the 50 Sen in the preceding lot. This piece is 
fully struck and brilliant with just a trace of light golden 
toning as well as a small area of darker reddish-gold near 
the upper reverse border. Once again, at first glance, this 
Proof appears to have a significant number of fine hair- 
lines, but virtually all of these lines are actually just die 
polishing lines and not impairments. The fields are very 
mirrorlike with great depth and brilliance, and they have 








only a few extremely faint hairlines in addition to the die 
polishing lines. There also is a long, but very thin, lint 
mark on the first character to the right of the dot or peri- 
od next to FINE. Silver 1 Yen pieces were not minted in 
1876, only Trade Dollars, and high grade business strike 
1876 Trade Dollars are very scarce. Proofs like this, how- 
ever, are very rare since they were struck only for inclu- 
sion in the presentation Proof sets of the year.

5152. Japan. Mutsuhito. Proof Set, Meiji 13 (1880). This set 


consists of copper 1/2, 1 and 2 Sen, silver 5, 10, 20 and 50 
Sen, and gold 2,5, 10 and 20 Yen. Y-16.2-18.2, 22-25, 10a- 
12a and 13. Missing from the set are the 1 Rin, 1 Yen sil- 
ver and 1 Yen gold. (When JJP purchased the set from the 
Farouk sale in 1954, those denominations were included 
but they were not dated Meiji 13 and/or were not Proof. 
The 1 Rin was dated 1877, the 1 Yen silver was dated 
1880 but was not a Proof, and the 1 Yen gold was dated 
1876. Obviously, these three coins had replaced coins 
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from the original set that had been lost or damaged. The 
three replacements are offered earlier in this section.) 
The rest of the set, offered here in this lot, is an original 
set that was made for presentation to a visiting dignitary 
or head of state, and it is housed in a soft wood case 
which may or may not be the original case of issue. 
Unfortunately, the top half of the case has also been lost 
and now there is a piece of glass which was custom 
made to fit the box and serve as the lid. The wood case 
also has the Farouk lot number, 1368, written on the side. 
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This set is one of the two greatest items in the John Jay Pittman 
Collection of World Coins, the other, of course, being the 1936 Dot set of 
Canada. Along with the Canadian set, the Australian Adelaide Ingot, the 
1916 Cuba 20 Pesos, the 1662 Charles II Crown in gold, and the 1862 British 
Columbia $20, this set was one of JJP’s favorite World numismatic items. He 
displayed it on many occasions, the last time at the 1990 ANA convention in 
Seattle. It is not an exaggeration to call this set the Japanese equivalent of the 
U.S. King of Siam set. Both sets were made for presentation to heads of state 
and consist not only of Proof examples of coins in general circulation in the 
year the sets were minted, but also of Proofs of denominations not otherwise 
struck in that particular year. (In the case of this Meiji 13 set, that includes 
all of the silver denominations and all of the gold ones except the 5 Yen.) As 
mentioned previously, this set was purchased by JJP as Lot 1368 from the 
Farouk sale in 1954. In the catalogue, after listing the denominations includ- 
ed in the set, the cataloguers noted that the coins are, “Nearly all year 13, a 
pretty set in wooden case.” The hammer price of the set at the Farouk sale was 
only 105 Egyptian Pounds. With the 5% Government tax added, this 
amounted to a total purchase price for the set of only $317.50. When this set 
sells here in Part Three of the John Jay Pittman Collection Sale, I think it will 
prove to be one of the biggest bargains among all of JJP’s Farouk purchases, 
and certainly the most profitable purchase among the World Coins that he 
obtained there. 


Following are the detailed descriptions of the individual items in this 
exceedingly rare, possibly unique, set. 


1/2 Sen, Meiji 13 (1880). Y-16.2. JV-Y9. Choice Proof. Sharply 
struck with mirror fields and edge, broad, flat rims, and a par- 
tial wire rim. Lightly lacquered, probably while in the posses- 
sion of King Farouk who lacquered most of his non-gold coins 
in order to preserve them in the hot, humid climate of Egypt. 
The coin has beautiful, light iridescent violet and greenish- 
gold toning which may be more in the lacquer than on the coin 
itself. The surfaces of the coin are very clean with virtually no 
marks, hairlines or spots. (500-Up) 


1 Sen, Meiji 13 (1880). Y-17.2. JV-X8. Choice Proof. Medium 
brown with light multicolored iridescent toning. Very similar 
in appearance to the 1/2 Sen and also lightly lacquered. There 
is a lint mark in the denticles below E in SEN and some tiny 
carbon spots on both sides, but the coin is very clean and free 
of marks and hairlines. This is a common issue as a business 
strike, but Proofs, minted only for inclusion in the few pre- 
sentation sets of the year, are extremely rare. (750-Up) 


2 Sen, Meiji 13 (1880). Y-18.2. JV-X7. Choice Proof. Mirror 
fields and edge. Broad, flat rims. Lightly lacquered. Medium 
brown color with light multicolored iridescent toning, proba- 
bly mostly restricted to the lacquer as opposed to being on the 
coin itself. The surfaces are very clean with only a few tiny car- 
bon spots and virtually no marks or hairlines. Like the 1/2 Sen 
and 1 Sen, this denomination is common as a business strike, 
but extremely rare as a Proof. (1,000-Up) 


5 Sen, Meiji 13 (1880). Y-22. JV-V9. Proof. Lacquered at one 
time, but then apparently cleaned to remove the lacquer, 
although a trace remains on the rims. The original mirror sur- 
faces are still evident, but they are now somewhat dull and 
cloudy. Only 79 pieces were minted (none for circulation, all 
for inclusion in sets), and Jacobs and Vermeule indicate that 
the Meiji 13 5 Sen is extremely rare with fewer than a dozen in 
existence, “Most of which are in museums or private collec- 
tions so that for all practical purposes they are not obtainable 
in the general market, regardless of price.” (10,000-Up) 
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10 Sen, Meiji 13 (1880). Y-23. Unlisted in JV. Proof. Lightly 
lacquered. Brilliant mirror fields and sharp, square edge. Very 
light multicolored iridescent toning in the lacquer, and dark 
tarnish in the milling. Undoubtedly, lightly cleaned at one 
time. There are many die polishing lines in the fields and there 
are also some scattered hairlines. Nevertheless, this coin is 
much more attractive overall than the 5 Sen in the set. It is also 
a tremendous rarity, not only the rarest date of the denomina- 
tion, but also one of the greatest rarities among all Japanese 
silver coins of the modern era. It is so rare, in fact, that it is not 
even listed in Jacobs and Vermeule which states only that, “A 
coin dated Meiji 13 (1880) is said to exist.” Reportedly, 77 
pieces were struck. However, it is believed that at most 3 or 4 
specimens still exist, and it was JJP’s often expressed opinion 
that it may even be unique. (30,000-Up) 


20 Sen, Meiji 13 (1880). Y-24. Unlisted in JV. Proof. Very sim- 
ilar in overall appearance to both the 20 Sen and the 50 Sen in 
the set. Despite being lightly lacquered, the coin generally has 
a very pleasing appearance. The fields are very mirrorlike and 
also have many raised die polishing lines. There are also some 
light hairlines mixed in with the die polishing lines, but many 
of these may be restricted to the lacquer and thus would be 
removed if the lacquer were removed. The strike is very sharp 
and the rims are broad and flat. There is a trace of light irides- 
cent toning in the lacquer and also just a hint of pale golden 
toning around the periphery. Like the 10 Sen, the 20 Sen is a 
piece of the utmost rarity, so rare that for years its existence 
was just a rumor. The second edition of Jacobs and Vermeule 
for instance notes only that, “A coin dated Meiji 13 (1880) is 
claimed.” Reportedly, 96 pieces were minted, but only a few 
pieces are known, certainly no more than 3 or 4. As with the 
1880 10 Sen, JJP, after discussions with many experts in 
Japanese coinage, concluded that the piece is unique. 
(30,000-Up) 


50 Sen, Meiji 13 (1880). Y-25. JV-S7. Proof. Nearly identical in 
overall appearance to both the 10 Sen and 20 Sen. Like the oth- 
ers, it is lightly lacquered and may have been lightly cleaned 
at one time, although it is still quite attractive. The coin is fully 
struck with broad, flat rims, and deep mirror fields that have 
many die polishing lines. There are also a number of light 
hairlines, but most of these may be only in the lacquer and not 
on the actual coin itself. In terms of marks, the rims and sur- 
faces of the coin are very clean. In addition to just a faint iri- 
descence in the toning, there is also very pale golden toning 
around the periphery. Like the other silver coins in the set, this 
50 Sen piece is one of the great rarities of modern Japanese 
coinage. A reported 179 pieces were minted, but only a very 
few are known today, probably fewer than 5 pieces, all of 
which were struck for inclusion in presentation sets. 
(35,000-Up) 


2 Yen gold, Meiji 13 (1880). Y-10a. JV-O5. FR-48. Choice 
Proof. Fully struck with a sharp, square edge, broad, flat rims, 
and deep mirror fields. Beautiful, rich coppery gold color. 
Light die striations in the fields from extensive polishing of 
the dies prior to striking. There are two small carbon spots in 
the obverse denticles at K-4 and K-5 and several small violet 
and copper toning spots, but the surfaces are very clean with 
respect to hairlines and marks. In fact, without the two small 
carbon spots, this coin would easily qualify for a higher grade 
and its overall appearance is excellent. Mint records indicate a 
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total of 87 pieces were struck of this denomination, but only a 
few examples are actually known today. This is a piece of the 
utmost rarity and importance. (60,000-Up) 


5 Yen gold, Meiji 13 (1880). Y-11a. JV-N11. FR-47. Very Choice 
Proof, nearly in the Gem category and likely to be so graded 
by many. This is an outstanding coin in every respect. The first 
thing one notices is the coin’s fabulous color which is medium 
orange gold with a few tiny copper (not carbon) spots. The 
strike is extremely sharp and the coin has a square edge, 
deeply incised milling, and wide, flat rims that are sharp and 
knife-like on both the outer and inner edges. The deep mirror 
fields have a number of fine die polishing lines, but only a few 
minor marks and hairlines. This 5 Yen denomination is the 
only one of the gold denominations of Meiji 13 that was also 
struck for general circulation. Business strikes are scarce in 
any condition, however, and they are rare in mint state; only 
78,704 were minted. The number of Proofs struck was very 
small, probably fewer than 100 pieces, and only a very few 
examples are known to exist today, certainly no more than 
five, if that many. (50,000-Up) 


10 Yen gold, Meiji 13 (1880). Y-12a. JV-M4. FR-46. Gem 
Proof. An incredible coin of superb, virtually unimprovable 
quality and perhaps the finest coin in this remarkable Meiji 13 
Proof set. (The 5 Yen and 20 Yen are very close to this piece 
with respect to overall quality, however.) This coin is 
absolutely fully struck with a sharp, square edge, deeply 
incised, perfectly even milling, a broad, flat rim with a sharp 
inner edge as well as outer one, and nearly flawless deep mir- 
ror fields. The color is a magnificent medium orange gold. 
There are a few light die polishing lines in the fields, but they 
are not as pronounced as on the other gold coins in the set, 
and not nearly as evident as they are on the silver coins. The 
surfaces and rims of the coin are nearly pristine; they are free 
of marks, hairlines, spots and other impairments of even the 
most trivial kind. Without question, this is one of the most

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outstanding coins in the Pittman Collection in terms of both 
quality and rarity. According to mint reports, 136 pieces were 
minted, but fewer than 5 are thought to exist today, all of 
them struck for inclusion in the presentation sets; the 1880 10 
Yen was not minted for circulation. (75,000-Up) 


20 Yen gold, Meiji 13 (1880). Y-13. JV-L4. FR-45. Very Choice 
Proof, perhaps even worthy of being graded a Gem. 
Comparable in quality to the borderline Gem 5 Yen and very 
nearly as superb as the magnificent Gem 10 Yen. The strike is 
incredibly sharp and the fields are deeply mirrorlike with 
numerous die polishing lines. The edge and milling are sharp 
and square and the rims on both sides are wide and flat with 
knife-like inner edges. The color is superb, a beautiful, medi- 
um orange gold with areas of copper toning near the borders, 
especially on the obverse. The fields are extremely high quali- 
ty and virtually free of marks and hairlines. Perhaps the only 
thing that might keep this coin from being a full Gem in the 
eyes of some are two tiny reverse rim nicks at K-1 and K-5. 
However, in terms of general appearance and eye appeal, this 
coin is nothing short of phenomenal. It is also one of the 
world’s rarest and most important gold coins regardless of 
country of issue. 

According to mint reports, 103 Meiji 13 20 Yen gold pieces were minted, 
none for general circulation. All of them were struck for inclusion in special 
presentation sets for visiting dignitaries and heads of state. Most of the orig- 
inal mintage, however, has been lost and/or melted over the years and today 
only a few pieces are known. A specimen was last sold in London in Christie’s 
May sale in 1990, Lot 278. It was a high quality piece, but not the equal of 
this coin, and yet it still realized the equivalent of $164,065 U.S. No other 
example has appeared at auction in decades. More recently, in 1996, Stack’s 
sold three specimens of the much more common 1876 20 Yen. All three exam- 
ples were nice coins but they were distinctly lower quality than this piece; 
still, they realized $71,500, $82,500 and $93,500. The few other large size 20 
Yen pieces that have appeared for sale in recent years have all been dated 
1870, the most “common” date of the type, but nevertheless a rarity in its 
own right.

John Jay Pittman 


John Jay Pittman was born February 18, 1913, in Virginia to North Carolina parents. He lived his 
early years in North Carolina and attended the University of North Carolina at Chapel Hill 
where he received a degree in Chemical Engineering. In 1936, he moved to Rochester, New York, 
to work for Kodak, the company in whose employ he remained until his retirement in 1971. 


He was a long-time Governor of the American Numismatic Association and served as its 


President. He also served as President of the Canadian Numismatic Association and honorary 
President of the Mexican Numismatic Society. JJP was a member of countless coin clubs and asso- 
ciations and was the greatest numismatic goodwill ambassador the hobby has ever known. He 
served on the U.S. Assay Commission in 1947, and in 1980, he was given the Farran Zerbe 
Memorial Award, the ANA’s highest honor. He was also chosen for the ANA’s Hall of Fame. JJP 
was a lecturer and exhibitor for more than half a century, sharing his knowledge and passion for 
coins with several generations of collectors. John Jay Pittman passed away on February 17, 1996.
